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HOUSE BACKS DOWN 


AND PASSES THE SENATE 
RETALIATION BIDL. 

AN EXTRA SESSION THEREBY AVERTED 
—-PRINTER BENEDICT CONFIRMED— 
PACIFIC RAILROAD BILL PASSED. 

- WASHINGTON, March 2.—The country may 
hot be pleased with the way in which Congress 
has closed up the important business it has had 
to do, but it is perfectly plain that the members 
of Congress, many of whom have been re-elected, 
regard the escape from an extra session with 
great satisfaction. The prospect of an extra 
session immediately following the adjournment 
of the present one that seemed so great on Mon- 
day has almost vanished. Senator Edmunds, 
who has been a terror to the opponents of an ex- 
tra session, is understood to have been con- 
ttolled, not so much by,disapproval of the 
slovenly methods of the House in its treatment 


of the salary and other supply bills, as by a de- 
termination to secure the passage of the 
Senate Fisheries or Retaliation bill. The 
Senate bill, passed by an almost unani- 
mous vote, provided that the President 
could proclaim non-intercourse in the mat- 
ter of fisheries. The House bill contemplated a 
suspension of all intercourse, to force the British 
Government to. do justice to American fisher- 
men. It was plain enough that the House bill 
was regarded even by mocrats who would 
vove for it with serious misgivings. The im- 
pression that the State Department favored it, 
and that Mr. Belmont was the spokesman 
for the State Department, unquestiona- 
bly held a great many Democrats to 
the bill who did not personally regard 
it as necessary to stop all commerce with 
Canada to secure fair treatment to the Eastern 
fishermen. Then the suspicion that the Eastern 
men were selfish—that they desired to retain 
the profitable railroad transportation across the 
Eastern States—influenced some Democrats to 
stand by Mr. Belmont and for the House bill. 
But it was evident that the Senate would not 
take the broader bill. The House must take the 
Senate bill ornothing. It Mr. Edmunds and his 
Republican associates made the adoption of the 
Senate bill the condition of the passage of the 
appropriation bills, those bills will all be passed 
in time to permit an adjournment on Friday at 
noon. 

The discussion begun in the House yesterday 
was continued to-day. The question was as to ac- 
cepting the report of the conference committee 
ai eing to the Senate bill. Mr. Daniel, of 
Virginia, appealed to the House to stand by their 
bill. He made plain references to the railroad 
interests of New-England, to the influence of the 
greed for the “mighty dollar” that restricted the 
cons ofthe Senate measure, and appealed to 
the Democrats for support of the Administra- 
tion. Speeches on the same side were made by 
Mr. Scott, Mr. Breckinridge, and Mr. Randall, 
that of Mr. Breckinridge being excellent in form 
and eloquent in sentiment. On the other 
side ex-Gov. Long, Mr. Reed, Mr. Crain, 
s Democrat, and Mr. Rice, were heard. The 
appearance of Mr. Crain indicated the Demo- 
cratic division. The speaking was crisp, bright, 
and entertaining, and made the session ex- 
tremely attractive to the unusually dense 
throng of out-of-town visitors in the gallery, 
most of whom as it napnees were New-Eng- 
landers, who considered it good fortune to be 
able to hear Mr. Long and Mr. Reed. By a vote 
the report of the conferrees was adopted, and 
then the House, on Mr. Rice’s motion, re- 
ecedea from the disagreement and accepted 
the Senate bill by a vote of 149to134. Mr, 
Mills, of Texas, made a motion to reconsider, but 
that motion was tabled. And so the fisheries 
dispute has ended in the Forty-ninth Congress 
and the supposed cause of Mr. Edmunds’s ob- 
structive conduct was removed. The House with 
a Democratic majority had allowed the Senate 
with a Republican meer to force it to aban- 
don its own measure and take that of the Senate. 
The Democrats did not like it, but they have be- 
come so used to taking things they do not like 
that they surrendered without great struggling. 


Mrs. Pavy’s efforts to prevent the confirmation 
of Capt. A. W. Greely as Chief Signal Officer have 


failed, for after disposing of the Benedict case in 
its secret session -this afternoon the Senate re- 
ceived the Military Committee’s reportin favor 
of Greely and immediately adopted it. If there 
Was any opposition to Greely among the Sena- 
ters it was not enough to demand a roll cail, and 
the nominee was confirmed without a division. 
The Chief Signal Officer’s rank is now that of 
Brigatier-General. If the proposition, hastily 
prepared and half considered, to transfer the 
service to the Agricultural Department shall 
fail, as it ought to do, for lack of 
proper elaboration, Gen. Greely inay be expect- 
ed to do a great deal to render the service ac- 
ceptable as an adjunct of the army. He sees the 
mistakes made by his unfortunate predecessor. 
He is not disposed to assert his superiority to 
law. Onthe contrary, he has taken counsel 
where Gen. Hazen sought to override and defy 
the civil authorities, and he has already estab- 
lished a good understanding with Controller 
Muynard, whom Gen. Hazen made an unsuccess- 
ful eifort to browbeat and hoid up to ridicule. 


Itis said by persons who claim to know that 
_ the passage by the House to-day of the Senate 


bill transferring the northern portion ot the Ter- 
ritory of Idaho to the Territory of Washington is 
a part of a grand project which will be fully de- 
veloped next Winter, and the object. of which 1s 
to wipe the Territories of Idaho and Utah out 
of existence. The plan is said to be to 
annex the portion of Idaho not attached 
to Washington to Nevada, together with 
the northern part of Utah, including Ogden and 
Salt Lake City. Then the remainder of Utah is 
to be made a part of Colorado, and thus Idaho 
abd Utah are to disappear from the map, while 
Washington is to have its population so increasea 
that its demand to be admitted as a State must 
be heeded. It1s declared that Senator Stewart; 
of Nevada. willhave charge of this scheme in 
the Senate. 

The addition to the Naval bill by the Senate of 
some $13,000,000 makes that bill a knotty sub- 


ject for a conference committee to take up. The 
House Naval Committee is not opposed to an in- 
crease of the establishment, but the “ econo- 
mists,” whoregard defencelessness as complete a 
protection as well defended coasts and anefticient 
havy, will tight the more generous appropria- 
tions of the Senate. Judging by recent votes 
in the House upon contested points, insisted upon 
by the Senate, it seems altogether probable that 
there will be enough Democrats prepared to sur- 
render to defeat the economists like Randall, 
Holman, Oates, and others, who are anxious to 
keep down expenditures. As things are going m 
the Senate it is apparent that the Naval bill 
will be about the last to be signed. The con- 
ferrees will get at work to-morrow. 


After a contest that bas lasted very nearly as 
long as the session, Mr. T. E. Benedict was to- 


day coniirmed as Public Printer. The final 
struggle in secret session lasted about an hour, 
and some ugly spats were indulged in by both 
friends and opponents of the nominee. Messrs. 
Manderson and Hawley, forming a majority of 
the Printing Committee, had reported ad- 
versely to Mr. Benedict. Mr, Gorman, the 
minority member, asked that he be contirmed, 
Mr. Manderson made a personal appeal to 
the Senate to reject the candidate, and it is said 
that after reviewing the opposition of the print- 
ers’ unions the Nebraska Senator found fault 
with some of Mr. Benedict’s political history. 
with a bitterness that made Mr. Gorman express 
his disgust very plainly. Mr. Evarts also pitched 
inte the Public Printer, and before he finished a 
good deal of mud was thrown back and forth. 
The ostensible objection to Mr. Benedict was 
that he was not a practical printer. Demo- 
cratic Senators pointea to the proof he had fur- 
nished of the absurdity of such a charge 
by the record he had made in _ the 
actual discharge of the duties of his 
office, and they denounced in warm terms what 
they called a political and personal persecution 
of the nominee. Mr. Evarts's piea for the rejec- 
tion of Mr. Benedict failed to convince all the 
Republican Senators, and when the roll was final- 
ly called several of them joined the Democrats 
in voting for confirmation. It is said that the 
figures were 19 in favor of rejection and 37 for 
confirmation. Mr. Evarts is supposed to regard 
this as another evidence that even in the matter 
of Executive nominations for offices from hisown 
State the Scnate does not regard itself as bound 
to do his bidding.

Last Summer, when Congress had fixed upon 
a day for adjourning, it had learned that the 
President would not go tothe Capitol, accord- 
ing to the custom of most of his predecessors, in 
order to sign bills passed at the last moment, 
but that he would wait at the White House as 
usual to receive, examine, sign, or disapprove 
bills presented tohim. It had been supposed 
until to-day that the President would sakes to 
the plan he had adopted, as the House 
had easily accommodated itself to his res- 
olution, stopped work halt a day be- 
tore adjourning, and given him a 
chance to read all bills sentto him. This after- 
noon the statement is made in an authorized 
form that the President will not refuse to go to 
the Capitol to sign bills if public interest de- 
wands it, and that the avoidance of an extra ses- 
sion can be secured hy such a visit. The result 
of this announcement will probably be a revival 
of hope among the promoters of a great number 
of small bills. There will be constant watchful- 
ness cn the part of the friends of such bills, some of 
which ought to fail, and equal vigilance ought to 
be manifested by the members who know why 
they should be headed off and how they can be 
defeated. Itis almost impossible #o keep treck 
at this stage of the session of many interesting 


measures. The reports from conference come 
mittees of disagreements come into the House 
nearly every hour, and unless agreed to go out 
rips in charge of new conference committees. 
All legislation is practically surrended to con- 
ferrees. Three Senators and three Representa- 
tives pass upon the disputed points of each bul 
upon which the houses disagree, and upon 
the reports made by the three men in each 
house the bills must stand or fall. 


It did not take the District Committee of the 
Senate long to decide to-day what sort of a re- 
port to make on the nomination of James M. 


Trotter to be Recorder of Deeds for the District 
of Columbia. The committee meeting was called 
for the special purpose of considering the 
nomination, and each of the seven members 
present knew how §he would vote before he 
entered the room. 8 soon, therefore, as Chair- 
man Ingalis had laid the nominating message 
before the committee it was was moved that the 
nomination be returned to the Senate with an 
adverse report. The roll was calied without 
delay, and the motion was adopted. Mem- 
bers ofthe committee are reticent as to how 
the vote was divided, but it.was understood 
that only two of the seven Senators—Messrs. 
Harris and Brown—favored confirmation, while 
Messrs. Ingalls, Palmer, Cheney, Vance, and 
Blackburn carried the motion. The absentees 
were Messrs, Chace and Spooner, who are re- 
garded as opposed to Trotter. Later in the 
day, when the Senate went into secret session 
to dispose of the Benedict case, the report 
on the Trotter nomination was handed 
in by the District Committee and went 
upon the calendar. Senators expect to take it 
up some time to-morrow and to stand by the 
committee by refusing to confirm the nominee. 
The excuse willbe the same as given in the 
Matthews case—that Mr. Trotter is not a 
resident of the District. The reason will also 
be the same as in the Matthews case— 
that Mr. Trotter is a colored man. 
While it is the general expectation that this 
will be the course taken by the Senate there 
are reports in cirenulation to-night which lead 
a fewinterested persons to look for a failure by 
the Senate either to reject or confirm the can- 
didate. These reports are to the effect 
that a quiet little deal has been made 
between the friends’ of Public Printer 
Benedict and those of Mr. Trotter, which 
resulted in the confirmation of Mr. Benedict to- 
day and will result in the confirmation of Mr. 
Trotter next Winter. This deal is said to call 
for non-action in’ the Trotter case now, leaving 
it to fall with the end of the session and to 
be renewed next Winter, when there will be 
a new Senate, which can confirm the nominee 
without so much inconsistency. Nobody seems 
to know what foundation there is to these re- 

orts, and in spite of them there will bea good 

eal of surprise if the Trotter nomination is not 
disposed of before noon on Friday. 

Mr. Trotter reached Washington this morning, 
and soon after his arrival.Recorder Matthews 
made an appointment which is recognized as a 
shrewd political move, and has added gall to the 
bitterness which rankles in the hearts of the 
District Democrats. Mr. Trotter went early to 
the Recorder’s office and had a short con- 
sultation with Mr. Matthews. Then the 
latter drew up and =signed ai e docn- 
ment in which he formally appointed 
James M. Trotter Deputy Recorder of Deeds for 
the District of Columbia. This document was 
promptly filed with the Clerk of the District 
Court, and Mr. Trotter was inducted into office. 
Mr. Matthews’s term expires on Friday. In case 
the Senate fails to confirm a successor Deputy 
Recorder Trotter can take charge of the office 
until a new Recorder is occa If the Presi- 
dent should select Mr. Trotter for appointment 
Mr. Trotter could, if he chose, appoint ex-Re-

It will not be tne fault of the committee to 
audit and control the contingent expenses of the 


Senateifthe clerks and other employes of the 
Senate, who are seeking an extra month’s pay, 
are unsuccessful in their efforts. That committee 
reported to-day that,in the opinion of its mem- 
bers, it was all right for the clerks to be paid for 
work they do not do, and, therefore, Mr. John 
Hipple Mitchell’s joint resolution to that effect 
ought to become alaw. Mr. John P. Jones tried 
to have the report adopted at once, but Mr. Sher- 
man was on the lookout for the job and he 
promptly putinan objection, which thraw the 
matter over until to-morrow. The interested 
clerks are swearing at Mr. Sherman to-night. 
To-morrow they will probably be given a chance 
to pour out their wrath upon a good many more 
Senators, for it is not believed that a majority of 
the Senate will permit them to filch 30 days’ pay 
out of the Treasury without doing a stroke of 
work in return.

For fear that some Senators may be forgotten 
in the grand distribution of junketing trips for 


the coming Summer, Mr. Cockrell proposes to 
have a new committee of five appointed, with 
power to sit during the recess, its duties being 
to inquire into the methods of work employed in 
the various departments of the Government and 
to find out whether any more public buildings 
are needed in Washington. Mr. Ceckrell pre- 
sented the resolution to-night and he expects to 
see it adopted to-morrow. Enough of the stand- 
ing and select committees have already been 
authorized to sit during the Summer to provide 
for nearly every Senator who wants to have his 
vacation expenses paid for out of the public 
purse. The proposed new committee will pro- 
vide for five more. The Senate to-day added the 
Finance Committee to the list, giving it instruc- 
tions to inquire into the subject of undervalua- 
tions of imported merchandise.

Mr. Blount, the Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Post Offices and Post Roads, came be- 


fore the House again to-day with the latest con- 
ference report on the Post Office Appropriation 
bill. The House and Senate disagree on the sub- 
sidy item of $500,000 for South American serv- 
ice. The Senate is resolute, the House is deter- 
mined. Itis beginning to look as though the 
Senators, under the lead of Mr. Plumb, would 
decide to let the Government xo without postal 
appropriations rather than give up the subsidy. 
No department can so well as that of the Post 
Office get along without an appropriation, forits 
income is only slightly less than its outgo. It 
cannot bestopped, and it cannot be easily forced 
into a policy antagonistic to that of the Adminis- 
tration responsible for its conduct. With a man 
weaker than Mr. Blount in charge of this sub- 
sidy itis to be feared that the Senate would win 
in the subsidy fight, as it has doue in the fisher- 
ies contest.

Without any visible resistance the Pacific Rail- 

road investigation resolution was this afternoon 


approved of in the House as the report of the 
conference committee. The bill had come in 
during the morning and a conference was imme- 
diately ordered. When the conferrees met the 
only change made was to correct the Senate 
proposition so as to allow the three investigat- 
ing Commissioners to be appointed by the Pres- 
identj with or without the consent of the Senate. 
The result is one that has been expected. A 
great deal of excitement has been manufactured 
in pees to the resistance alleged to be making 
to an inquiry. but it has not existed anywhere to 
the same extent that it was felt among a circle 
of men who are predicting astounding revela- 
tions as the consequence of a Government in- 
quiry into the affairs of all railroads receiving 
assistance from the Government.

Acting Secretary Fairchila has forwarded to 
the Senate, in response to Senator Aldrich’s 


resolution calling for information in regard 
to the reimportation of distilled spirits 
bonded for export, two long reports pre- 
pared by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 
The first is a letter dated Feb. 28 in which reply 
is made to so much of the resolution as relates 
to spirits bonded for export subsequently with- 
drawn from warehouse on payment of tax. The 
explanation is complete and ought to be satis- 
factory. The second report isa long document 
which reviews every action of the department 
bearing on the question, together with the au- 
thority of so doing. It also refers to the charges 
made by Mr. A. F. Carmon of alleged fraudulent 
practices in connection with the exportation 
and reimportation of domestic spirits, and shows 
that they were without foundation. 


There have been a dozen fruitless attempts 
during the last 24 hours to get together the con- 


ferrees on the Fortifications Appropriation bill. 
When the Senate conferrees inform the House 
conferrees that they are ready to meet them, 
the latter are engaged in other conferences or 
yressing business on the floor, and when the 
House managers get together and proceed to 
the Senate wing, they find the Senators likewise 
engaged. So this bill, which failed of passage 
last session, appears to be lost beyond redemp- 
tion. Another effort will be made to get the con- 
ferrees together to-morrow, but it is expected 
that the only result of the meeting will be the 
recording of a total disagreement between the 
two Houses.

has a legal right to arm a military organization 
within the jurisdiction of this country, the arms 
be held at the Custom House at New-York for 
the present, The Collector at New-York has 
been instructed accordingly.

THE BALLOTS IN GERMANY 


RESULTS' OF THE SUPPLE- 
MENTARY ELEOTIONS. 
BERLIN’RETURNS SIX ANTI-SEPTENNATE 
DEPUTIES—THE DRILLING OF THE 

RESERVES—FRESH WAR RUMORS. 

BERLIN, March 2.—The second ballots for 
members of the Reichstag in the districts where 
candidates failed to receive majorities took 
place to-day. The contest in each district is be- 
tween thetwo candidates who received the high- 
est number of votes in the original polling. Re- 
turns from Lubeck and Waldenburg are as fol- 
lows: In Lubeck Tebling, (National Liberal,) 
7,206; Schwartz, Socialist, 5,200. In Walden- 
burg Websky, National Liberal, 10,980; Eberty, 
New German Liberal, 10,825. 

The reballot in the first division of Berlin re- 
sulted in the election of Klotz, New German 
Liberal, who polled 9,081 votes, against 7,794 
for Zidlitz Neukirch, Septennist. In the second 
division Virchow, New German Liberal, de- 
feated Wolff, Septennist. In the third Munckel, 
New German Liberal, had 11,260 votes, and 
Christensen, Socialist, 10,559. In the fifth, 
Baumbach, New German Liberal, received 
12,816 votes, defeating Blume,. Septennist, 
who polled 8,031. The fourth and sixth divis- 


ions were carried in the first contest by Social- 
ists. Berlin has thus returned six Deputies who 
are opposed to the Septennate. 

At Lubeck the Socialists engaged. in a riot 
after the announcement of the result of the elec- 
tion there in which their candidate was defeat- 
ed. The military intervened and made many 
arrests. A number of those arrested have since 
been released. ’ 

Koenigsberg returned a National Liberal, 
Frankfort-on-the-Main af Socialist, and Bremen 
a New German Liberal. 

Supplementary elections in 24 districts have 
resuited in the return of 3 Conservatives, 4 
peta. Liberals, 10: New German Liberals, 2 
Centrists, 4 Socialists, and 1 Imperialist. 

It has been necessary to call out the troops to 
suppress the election riots in Waldenburg, Prus- 
sian Silesia. 

The North German Gazette says that the people 
of Alsace-Lorraine elected protesters to the 
Reichstag because they feared that the French 
would retaliatein the event of war between 
Germany and Franceif annexation candidates 
were returned. 

An imperial decree bas beenissued ordering for 
the First and Second Corps of the Prussian Army 
a special series of exercises, preparatory to the 
Autumn manceuvres. The infantry visions 
and cavalry brigades are to manceuvre against a 
supposed enemy. The total number of infantry 
reserves called out for the annual drill is 
107,000. The artillery, pioneer, and train re- 
serves called out number 14,000. 

The Military bill has again been submitted to 
the Bundesrath. No change has been madein 
the provisions of the measure. The reports that 
the Government, being sure of a majority in the 
Reichstag, proposed to perpetuate the Military 
bill are unfounaed. 

It is rumored in official circles that changes 
are imminent in the French Cabinet. Gen. 
Boulanger’s influence, it is said, has 80 increased 
that the Ministers in favor of a peace policy will 
soon be driven to resign, Gen. Boulanger thus 
obtaining dominance in the Cabinet. 

The Boerse was heavy to-day, with a total ab- 
sence of dealings, resulting in lower prices. At 
Vienna, Russian, Italian, andjHungarian securi- 
ties fell 3g per cent. 

M. de Lesseps is coming to Berlin with M. Her- 
bette’s insignia as Grand Officer of the Legion of 
Honor. M. de Lesseps has been offered numer- 
ous a but he will remain here only two 
on e ceremony of conferring the insignia 
will take place at the French Embassy and will 
be followed by a dinner. Both the ceremony 
and the dinner will be semi-private. 

The Town Council of Bayreuth has voted 8,000 
marks for a Liszt memorial. 


FEUDS IN THE TORY PARTY. 
SALISBURY’S IRRESOLUTE COURSE CAUS- 
ING GRAVE DISSENSIONS. 

Lonpon, March 2.—The Conservative 
movement with the object of forcing the Gov- 
ernment to deal with Ireland immediately is 
assuming a critical phase. A number of Liberal 
Unionists have joined the Conservatives in this 
movement. About 150 Government supporters 
have intimated to the whips their willingness 
to assist in finishing the closure debate 
and curtailing discussions on gupply by 
a protracted sitting, continuing ali night 
if necessary. The Cabinet council convoked for 
to-day was postponed by Lord Salisbury an hour 
before the time fixed for the meeting in order to 
enable him to have separate consultations with 
the Ministers and try to reconcile the differences 
on the extent to which coercion shall be carried 
in Ireland. The Cabinet meeting will be held 
to-morrow. 

Viscount Lymington has written a letter 
which reflects the feeling of the Liberal Union- 
ists, protesting that the Government’s want of 
action, nerve, and courage is paralyzing their 
treatment of the Irish question, and taking day 
by day all heart and all principle out of the 
Unionist cause. He declares that a vast majority 
of the Liberal Unionists are ready to accord 
the Government whatever strong measures may 
be necessary, but that it is insufferable 
from any point of view that an Irish National- 
ist or loyalist Government should be perenne 
to exist, which, while refusing Ireland the pow- 
er to govern itself, refuses to govern Ireland. 
After denouncing half measures, pettifoggin 
measures, the prostitution of constitutiona 
forms, such as jury packing, and the policy of 
fumbling lawyers and confused officials, he con- 
cludes: * An irresolute Government is impossi- 
ble. The only alternative ishome rule.” 

Referring to Viscount Lymington’s letter the 
Pall Mall Gazette says: ‘‘A sequel of this author- 
itative declaration should be the withdrawal of 
the Coercion bill and the the substitution of a 
home rule bill drafted by Lord Salisbury and 
Lord Hartington.” It is probable that Lord 
Salisbury will be forced to call a conference of 
the whole party and try to maintain unity. 

Sir Henry Holland, Colonial Secretary, has 
sent a dispatch to the Governor of Newfound- 
land, informiug him that the home Government 
does not feel justitied in disregarding the strong 

rotests of France against restrictions at this 
ate period which are calculated to inflict grave 
loss upon French fishermen and is therefore un- 
able to allow the bill passed by the Newfound- 
land Legislature in relation to the fisheries to 
operate this season. The Secretary says the Gov- 
ernment thoroughly understands that the French 
bounties are a grave disadvantage to the British 
fishermen, still, itis not shown that the British 
fisheries arc unremunerative. 

Advices from Zanzibar say: ‘‘ The natives of 
the Province of Mozambique, taking advantage 
of the absence of the Portuguese squadron and 
troops at Tungi, have risen and devastated the 
trading stations and destroyed many British 
heuses. The town of Mozambique is now threat- 
ened. The British Consul has telégraphed for a 
man-of-war to protect the lives and property of 
British subjects.”

All the principal garrisons throughout the 
country have begun practicing with repeaters.

HE DID NOT REACH THE NORTH POLE. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, March 2. — Col. 
Gilder arrived to-day at Selkirk, 25 miles east 
from here, and was interviewed by the TrMEs’s 
correspondent by telephone. He gave the fol 
lowing account of himself: After leav 
ing Winnipeg last Fall he had a very 
unpleasant voyage to York Factory, which 
occupiei two months. He was. unable 
to get a boat all the way and had to travel in a 
canoe, getting Indians to bring his outfit and 


supplies along. He reached Fort Churchill 
too late to catch a Hudson’s Bay boat 
to Nottingham Island, and as he would 
have to stay several months about Churchill 
without occupation he decided to return to 
New-York* to transact some business, after 
which he will leave in time to catch 
the next Hudson Bay boat several months 
hence, or else catch a whaling vessel bound 
for the northern seas next Summer, and goin 
through Hudson Strait. He lett his companion, 
Griffith at Fort Churchill, with instruc- 
tions to take the ‘stores and proceed 
to Nottingham Island by the first Hudson's 
Bay boat. Col, Gilder promised to join him 
there if he did not join him at Churchill by 
taking a steamer from Winnipeg up the same 
route as that adopted last Fall. Being 
asked if he had abandoned his project of 
reaching the pole, he replied indignantly 
that he had not, and was not. the 
kind of amanto abandon such a stheme. He 
came allthe way down from Churchill by dog 
train, having a oer rough time of it. He says 
both himself and Griffith are in good health. He 
expressed the opinion that the Hudson Strait 
are navigable for powerful vessels all the year 
round.

BERNHARDT ACTS FEDORA 


A WONDERFUL PERFORMANCE 
OF SARDOU’S DRAMA. 

A BRILLIANT AUDIENCE AND AN UNEX- 
CELLED PORTRAYAL OF THE MUS- 
COVITE PRINCESS. 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—Sardoun’s ‘‘Fédo- 
ra,” the strongest drama written in recent 
years, with Sarah Bernhardt as the heroine—a 
character unquestionably suggested by the 
eccentric French actress’s remarkable skill in 
the simulation of conflicting passions—presents a 
combination of ingenuity, constructive and dra- 
matic eloquence that is not likely to be equaled 
on the stage within the knowledge of play- 
goers now living. The play is a triumph 
of realism, and the actress finds in it a 
medium that calls into use nearly all her won- 
derful powers of expression. She perfectly fits 
the réle of the passionate, impulsive Mus- 
covite Princess in all her ever-changing 


moods. Her genius lends lustre to even 
the merely colloquial passages of the text and 
the exquisite art of the actress is revealed in 
every scene. There is not a suspicion of strain- 
ing for effect in the portrayal, not a hint of 
unworthy artifice, and while the unaffected 
realism of the drama may prevent her from 
reaching the level of tragedy, as tragedy 
in the proper sense confines itself to ideal 
types, yet the exposition of destroying 
passion, the final resignation to fate, and the 
sacrifice of Fédora, as embodied by Mme. 
Bernhardt, have not been rivaled by any expo- 
nents of the poetic drama, and will not be. 

There is a coarse element in the drama; with- 
out doubt it has suggestions of sensuality and 
its atmosphere is feverish and mugey. The de- 
velopment is often melo-dramatic. It is a good 
work though, judged by the standard of the 
contemporary drama, with an original theme 
worked out in a masterlike way. “ Fédora” is 
well known to American playgoers through the 
faithful translation acted with commenda- 
ble zeal by Miss Fanny Davenport and 
her company. Handled with the fair 
skill of those perete the drama was very 
effective. Its full significance was never shown 
in this country, however, until Mme. Bernhardt’s 
performance of Fédora at the National Theatre in 
this city to-night. The lithe, graceful, sumptu- 
ously adorned Princess, who interrupted the 
confidential chatter of the valet and 
eweler at the beginning of the play 
rought into the scene a nervous force and 
intensity that pervaded the performance from 
that moment totheend. The restlessness and 
anxiety of the hurried interview with the 
servants, the hastily assumed attitude of care- 
less coquetry when the step supposed to be the 
missing Vladimir’s was heard on the stair; the 
smile gradually changing to a look of blank 
amazement and then. of alarm, when 
turning, Fédora faced not. her’ lover 
but the olice agent; the contrast of 
grief, bewilderment, and anger in the 
scene of the hasty examination of wit- 
nesses; -the flerce denunciation of the de- 
liberate police methods; the burst of *frenz 
at the discovery of the clue indicating Loris 
Ipanoff to be ‘the, assassin; and finally 
the scene in the death chamber where, 
after calling piteously the name of her 
lover and fondling the corpse, the spirit of 
the woman breaks with the realization of 
her loss, made up an act that for 
sustained dramatic interest and wonderful 
pictorial variety was unsurpassable. At the 
very beginning of the series of episodes resulting 
from the death of Vladimir, it was made apparent 
that Fédora was tortured by her growing love 
for the man she was tracking to death. In 
the midst of all her. plotting and ene 
ning against Loris, Fédora -was fighting 
a great battle with her own heart. Yet 
she could tempt this man to his doom asa cat 
charms a bird, even fondling him _ to 
aid her scheme, but instinctively repel- 
lin his caresses. After the assignatio 
had been made, the savage fury with which Fé- 
dora tore from her hand the glove that Epanoff 
had kissed, formed a fitting finale to the second 
act. 

The scene with Loris in the third act 
was, of course, the most impressive 
passage in the erformance. The power 
to work great effects while maintainin 
serfect repose was never better illustrated. 

he changing emotions affecting Fédora 
durin all the first part of Ipanoff’s 
recital weré communicated almost. wholly 
by her pisy of features, except now and then an 

impulsive movement of anarm. When the vil- 
lainy of dead Vladimir was revealed,the memory 
of her love for. him that had led her to 
inflict such oruel wrongs upon Loris be- 
came a source of maddenin fury. The 
rest of the scene had the force of 
a rushing torrent, and its climax was 
such an exhibition of passion as few 
other actresses would dare to at- 
tempt, and none could present successfully 
except Bernhardt. After this, the last act, with 
its painfully realistic death scene, had something 
of the effect of anti-climax, but it is the 
only rational outcome of the experiences 
of Fédora and Loris, and the revelation of that 
strange woman enjoying happiness for a (brief 
moment with full knowledge of a dreadful im- 
pending fate, is not without artistic value. 

The power and beauty of Bernuhardt’s voice 
weré never more noticeable than to-night, and 
she has never acted with more effect in 
this country. Her Fédora will be one of the 
principal triumphs of her present tour, and it 
is a pity, therefore, that books of the play can- 
not beffprovided for the use of persons 
who do not understand French. But the 
drama has never been published and will not 
be, as its publication might injure Miss Daven- 
port’s claim to the American rights, for which 
she paid liberally. 

The F pooner performance to-night was admira- 
| ble, Garnier was a handsome and efficient Loris 
and Mile. Malvon portrayed the dlazé Countess 
in the true comedy spirit. Angelo was Sirieux, 
and the minor parts were all treated with skill. 

The house was occupied, as it was last 
night, by an audience in which the for- 
eign representatives resident in Washington 
were conspicuous. The French and Swedish 
Ministers occupied, with large parties of 
guests, two of the boxes. A large proportion of 
the spectators were French speaking people. 
To those who were not, however, the perform- 
ance proved attractive enough to hold every 

auditor to the close. There were again sent up 
to the actress at the end of the third act ex- 
quisite floral tributes from some of the French 
residents.

A SENTENCE MITIGATED. 
WASHINGTON, March 2.—Secretary Whit- 
ney this afternoon mitigated the unexpired por- 
tion of the court-martial sentence of Ensign 


Fitz Aubert Huntoon, of the navy. In June, 
1885, Ensign Huntoon was tried on board the 
Juniata, then attached to the Asiatic squadron, 
for three grave offenses against naval regula- 
tions. The iirst was “absence from his duty and 
station without leave;” thesecond, “disobedience 
of the lawful orders of his superior officer while 
in the execution of the duties of his office;” and 
the third ‘“‘ drunkenness.” He pleaded guilty to 
all three charges and the court thereupon sen- 
tenced him “to be suspended from rank and 
duty on furlough pay for two years, and to 
retain his present number on the list 
ot ensigns during that time.” The sentence 
went into effect June 25, 1885, and would have 
expired next June. Rear-Admiral Dayis, who 
was then commanding the squadron, and who is 
now in this oity, in reviewing the sentence of the 
court, said: ‘The proceedings and findings of 
the General court-martial in the foregoing case 
of Ensign Fitz Aubert Huntoon are approved, 
and the sentence is also approved, against my 
conviction that it 1s entirely inadequate to the 
nature of the offenses, for the reason that Ensign 
Fitz Aubert Huntoon would otherwise go un- 
punished.” In conclusion he stated that ‘the 
single offense of willful disobedience of orders 
merited dismissal from the service.” In view of 
these statements the action of the Secretary has 
occasioned surprise. Ensign Huntoon, through 
his friends, has prevailed upon Secretary Whit- 
ney to mitigate the sentence upop promise of 
future good conduct.

THE GARDNER DISASTER. 


AN EYE-WITNESS DESCRIBES THE BURN- 
ING OF THE STEAMER. 

MosILz, Ala., March 2.—Following is the 
report of an eye-witness to the burning of the 
steamer Gardner Wednesday afternoon: ‘‘The 
fire was discovered by Capt. Frank Stone, master 
of the steamer Tally. The Tally was following 
the Gardner and preparing to pass her. The tire 
was amidships, and in four minutes the boat was 
in flames all over. The Tally was checked and 
backed, boats were lowered, and bales of cotton 
and seed sacks thrown overboard to assist the 
people in the water. The flames spread so rap- 
idly and the heat was so intense that little could 


be done to save the passengers and crew. These 
gathered on the forecastle and jumped over- 
board, one after another. This scene was heart- 
rending. The women and children were scream- 
ing as they pope All of the Remberts were 
lost but W. F. and Susan, the wife of Jule Rem- 
bert. The latter was saved by the mate of the 
Tally.” 

Of the origin of the fire the witness says: 
attempting to throw the burning cotton over- 
board a deck hand caught fire and ran across the 
boat and up the opposite side, spreading the fire 
from his flaming garments. But for this cir- 
cumstance the boat might have been saved, 
The pilot was ordered to run the boat ashore 
and backed out a short distance and gave the 
signal to go ahead, but tne .intense heat had 
driven the engineers away from their post and 
the boat backed into the woods, leaving the bow, 
crowded with people, out in the stream. The 
motion of the boat forced the fire like a 
canopy over the heads of the people. There the 
boat remained until burned to the water’s edge. 
We of the Tally witnessed the heroic deed of W. 
H. Wilson, the pilot, who stood to his wheel until 
nearly surrounded by flames. The narrow 
escapes were many. Mrs. Rembert’s daughter 
was rescued while floating and exhibited great 
coolness. One of Jule Rembert’s children was 
rescued and taken ashore, and appeared quite 
lively, but suddenly expired. A cabin boy named 
Baber is the hero of the occasion. He saved five 
kro by swimmiog with them to the shore. 

hose on board tne boat made no effort to save 
themselves at first, as they were panic-stricken. 
The picture was a sad one, never to be forgotten. 
We of the Tally could do nothing but remain 
quiet and look with horror upon the terrible 
scene. The piercing cries of those little children, 
the screams of their mothers, and, finally, the 
view of the husbands, with their precious little 
ones, jumping overboard, followed by their 
wives; their fruitless efforts to swim, and at last 


the drowning, was a sight such as made our 
hearts bleed.

At 
once recognizing his danger he sent for his phy- 
sician, Dr. Nathan R. Gorter. and without delay 
began to drink copiously of hot water, which 
would act both as an emetic anda dilutant on 
the powerful acid. Inashort time Dr. Gorter 
arrived and found his patient in terrible agony. 
He administered antidotes at once, and Prof. 
Alan Smith was also summoned in consultation, 
but the united efforts of the doctors could not 
save the lifeof the patient and he expired at 
8:15 o’clock. Coroner Hill, after hearing the 
statements of the physicians, decided that an in- 
quest was unnecessary. The remains were 
taken to New-York for burial this afternoon.

COWBOYS HIRED TO KILL’ 


THE BLOODY COUNTY SEAT 
RIOT IN KANSAS. 

FOUR OF THE VICTIMS OF SUNDAY’S. 
FIGHT ALREADY EAD — THEIR: 
FRIENDS BENT ON REVENGE. 

GARDEN Ciry, Kan., March 2.—Ten cow- 
boys, armed to the teeth, and a posse of 20 citi- 
zens have been patrolling the streets of Coronada 
all day in anticipation of an attack from the 
friends and relatives of the men killed on Sun« 
day. The greatest excitement prevails, and 
women and children have been notified to keeg 
off the streets. A mass meeting of the citizenq 
was held to-day, and it was decided to send 
scouts out for twoor three miles to give warning 
of the approach of the Leoti killers, when the 
citizens should form in line and fight guerilla 
fashion. It was stated that more than 20 cow- 
boys had been engaged by the Leoti peopleta 
form a part of the attacking force. 

The report from Leoti is that the fighters ara 
arming themselves with Winchesters and Colts, 
and say that they don’t want to hurt anyone but 
the men who killed their friends, and they are 
going to have them if they have to kill everyons 
in Coronado. Three hundred dollars was spent 
in buying firearms, but no one knows when the 


attack will be made, Four men dead, threa 
fatally injured, and three seriously hurt repre- 
sent the casualties so far. 

The trouble occurred over the location of the 
county seat, both towns being candidates for the 
honor. Some time ago the Governor sent a com« 
mission to take ‘an expression of the views of 
the people of the county as to the location 
of the temporary county seat, and ad 
the result of that canvass Leoti was desig« 
nated. An election for officers and 
permanent county seat was called for the 6th o 
this month, but in the’meantime the Legislature 
passed a law postponing the county seat elec- 
tions until registration was held. oti voted 
for the county officers and county seat both on 
the ground that the recent law is unconstita- 
tional. Coronado failed to vote on the county 
seat and was defeated on the county election. 
Both sides continually cried “ Fraud” against 
each other, and each has openly charged the 
other with importing a number of cowboys to 
intimidate and commit frauds. It is an open 
secret that men are now under pay to vote at 
the coming county seat election. 

From what can be learned a crowd went over 
from Leoti to Coronado on Sunday. Whisky 
flowed freely, anda row was the result. Charlies 
Colter, a Leoti liveryman, struck Frank Lilley, 
of Coronado, over the head with a pistol. Ezra 
Loomis, a harmless drunken man, interfered in 
the interest of peace, and was shot in the leg. 
The shooting then became general on both sides. 
William Rains,a druggist, and Charles Colter, 
the liveryman, both of Leoti, were instantl 
killed. Emmet Denning, a livery man, Fran 
Johnson, a son of Mayor Johnson, and Ai Borey, 
manager of the Chicago Lumber Company, all 
ot Leoti, were fatally wounded, and two of the 
have since died. The slightly wounded are 
Frank Lilley, real estate agent, cut on the hi 
with a blow from a pistol; Charles Loomis, 
Ezra Loomis, liverymen, shot in the leg, all 
Coronado. 

This is the first serious trouble thus far in the 
county seat fights, although there are several 
bitter ones on hand in this part of the country. 
Being so tar away from the seatof action and 
there being no telegraph or railroad communica- 
tion, details are slow to come in. 

Another report received says that the party 
consisted of seven men, named Frank Jennison, 
A. N. Borey, George Watkins, Emmet Denning 
Charles Coulter, Bill Rains, and a man named 
Johnson. They were all residents of Leoti and 
left that place at 4 o’clock Sunday afternoon for 
Coronado. On entering the town they noticed 
some suspicious movewents, and Coulter, Rains, 
and Johnson sprang out of the hack. They had 
no sooner touched the ground than they were 
shot down, their bodies being riddled with balis. 
The men in the hack were fired upon at thesame 
moment. Jennison, Borey, and Watkins were 
badly wounded. It is thought that the last two 
willdie. Jennison is the son of the President cf 
the Leoti Town Company and was formerly 
Sheriff of Franklin County. Coulter was a cow 
boy, but owned a drug store in Leoti. 


LONG. ISLAND QUAKING. 


A SHOCK YESTERDAY AFTERNOON ALONG 
THE SOUTHERN COAST. 

An earthquake was felt by residents of the 
_outh coast of Long Island yesterday afternoon. 
At Fire Island the tremor was perceptible «at 
4:13 o’clock, and its duration was four seconds. 
The Marine Observatory was violently shaken, 
the windows rattling as if there had been a 
sharp concussion. Mr. Keegan, on duty at 
the time, thought a distress gun had been 
fired at sea. He got out hia telescope, 


but failed to sight a vessel, neither did he dis- 
cover any cause for the shock. The sea was 
smooth and a light breeze blowing from the 
south. The sky was hazy. The tremor was felt 
at Breslau, Merrick, Baldwin’s, and South Oyster 
Bay, between Babylon and East New-York. 

At Far Rockaway, about the middle of the 
afternoon, arumbling sound was heard, followed 
by a distinct quake, whichjarred many buildings 
It was thoughta heavy piece of artillery had 
been fired, or that an explosion had occurred, 
but neither supposition could be confirmed. 

At Babylon, three miles beyond Breslau, the 
shock was very pronounced between 4:15 and 
4:30. Buildings are said to have swayed, and 
some of the timbers of the Presbyterian Church 
steeple were displaced. The shock was over in 
a few seconds. 

South shore Long Islanders generally are 
alarmed since the earthquake became known, 
and many persons live in fear of other shock 
which may prove disastrous. 
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PROHIBITION IN TENNESSEE. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 2.-The Senate 
to-day adopted the minority report onthe bill 
submittingj toa popular vote the proposed con 
stitutional amendment prohibiting the manu 
facture and sale of intoxicating liquors, and als¢ 
passed the bill on its tinal reading. The 
vote on the adoption of the report wat 
20 to 12, and on the passage of the bil 
30 to 1. The result is a triumph for 
the temperance people, as a strong tight-was 
made to secure the adoption of the majority re 
port which set the third Tuesday in November, 
1888, for the election. The minority repor 
tixes the 29th of nextSeptember as the day of 
which the vote shall be taken. Much opposition 
Was madeto the minority report, various Senators 
holding that there was a constitutionalobjection - 
to taking a vote before the next general elec 
tion, at which time « standard to determine 
what per cent. of the people voted for represent 
atives could be obtained, and the fact ascer- 
tained whether or not a majority of the voters 
had voted for the adoption of the amendment. 
The Senators favoring the minority report main- 
tained that the vote at the last election 
was a sufficient standard. When the roll 
was called on the passage of the bill on its last 
reading, Mr. Fairbanks was the only Senator 
who voted in the negative, although sev 
others had argued against the minority report. 
The bill has passed two readings in the House, 
and will shortly pass its final reading in that 
body.

INTENDING. TO HANG ALL THE 

REPORTERS. 

THE RELEASED ANARCHISTS BREATHING 
OUT FIRE AND HURLING WORDY 
THUNDERBOLTS AT THE CAPITAL- 
ISTIC PRESS. 

The large room at Clarendon Hall was 
vrowded last evening with unregenerate Anar- 
chists, who had assembled to welcome their fel- 
low-rebels against society and order, Braun- 
sehweig and Schenck, who were released Tuesday 
from the penitentiary, where they had been sent 
for inciting to riot and murder. At least 50 po- 
licemien in citizens’ clothes Were scattered among 
the crowd. 

The released Anarchists were the principal 
speakers of the evening and declared that their 
nine months’ imprisonment had not in any man- 
ner regenerated them for they were still the 
same Anarchists that they had been before their 
gsonviction, The remembrance of their incarcer- 
ation and of the fate hanging over 


ve! com- 
panions in Chicago, however, seemed to act 
as some kind of check to the expres- 
sions of their rage. They did not make 
the same terrible threats against the police and 
papitalists as they had done at the last meeting 
that they addressed last year, but they vented 
aii the vials of their wrath upon the reporters 
of the newspapers present, and threatened them 
With death, They said that they had them 
marked, and that they would eventually revenge 
themselves upon them by hanging them some 
day. One of the speakers, Welke, advanced to 
several of the reporters, cursed them, and told 


them that they were marked men, and would be 
summarily dealt with some day. One of the re- 

orters replied to his curses by telling him that 
i was a coward, and that he would not dare to 
at those words on the sidewalk. 
raunschweig was the first speaker, and he 
began by remarking that he had been imprisoned 
for nine months for telling the truth and had 
dared to denounce the existing condition of 
things and to propose means to abolish them. 
Now he again came forward to agitate in favor 
of oppressed humanity, apd would continue to 
doso until his last momént. He would stand 
up for Anarchy until the day came wher it 
sould pronounce sentence upon its enemies. 
He understood that the purpose of the 
meeting was to protest against capitalists 
who sucked the life blood out of the 
eommunity. Anarchy was not dead, and 
would conquer and break modern society 
into pieces. Capitalists told Anarchists to go 
back to Europe and fight against tyranny there, 
and that America, with its free institutions, was 
no place for them. He would point to the in- 
dustrial battle flelds in this country that were 
strewed with dead and dying from starvation. 
The hate in the breasts of Anarchists had been 
fanned into a flame that would continue to 
apread until the advent of the social revolution, 
when there would be neither ruled nor rulers. 
He would call the attention of the tyrants to the 
fate of Louis XVI... who lost his head on the 
block. 

The speaker and his friend had been impris- 
oned for availing themselves of the rights guar- 
anteed them by the Constitution. And whose 
fault was it fe continued: ‘ I see sitting and 
writing on either side of me men who are the 
minions of the capitalistic press, who have mis- 
represented us and vilified us, The European 
press is bad enough, but nothing to be compared 
with the American press. It is an infant along- 
side it. The American press,,I tell you, is full of 
evil and hatred and malice and lies. Who is ro- 
sponsible for the men who were sent to prison? 
Was it the jury or the Judge with the Greek pro- 
filet No; they were not to blame. But it was 
the cursed American press that misrepresented 
facts. It was through the press that our friends 
in Chicago were sentenced to death.” 

The assembled Anarchists seemed to be aroused 
to a pitch of frenzy by this tirade against the 
press and the reporters. They shouted and 
roared at the reporters, swore at them, and 
yelled, “Put them out,” *Hangthem,” &c. 

When some quiet was restored Braunschweig 
continued: “The press thinks that it molds 
public opinion. Yes, you scoundrels, (glaring at 
the pear bate mold it, but I pity the Amer- 
ican people who have sunk 60 low as to listen to 
you. Every honest man despises you.” 

of his trial he said: Wingprwes | that 
time the workingmen held a mass meeting in 
Union-square to agitate in favor ofan eight-hour 
law,and then went home. They should have 
gone to fight and have rescued us. But they 
merely passed resolutions to agitate in a peace- 
able manner; that they were not Anarchists. 
Such were theMcGuires and the Emerichs.” The 
workmen talked of the peaceful ballot and cast 
68,000 votes. Had these 68,000 men followed 
the advice of the Anarchists the imprisoned men 
would have been free.

The Anarchists would 
eontinue their method of agitation, and if the 
speaker would ever back down they could call 
him ascoundrel. He hoped his audience would 
keep up their courage until they. had taken re- 
venge upon their enemies. 

After an address by Schenck Welke, who had 
been cursing and threatening the reporters, 
thrust himself forward. He was foaming with 
rage against the reperters, and started off with 
abuse. ‘‘The newspapers, the police, and those 
scoundrels of reporters,” he roared, * are all the 
mischief. Why have we met here to-night? It 
is to protest against and denounce these rascally 
journalistic day laborers, the reportera—those 
minions of the capitalistic aap These fellows 
write yards upon yards of lies and instigate the 
people against the poor workingmen. They 
ought to be spit upon. They have rubbed off the 
seats of dozens of trousers while sitting in the 
universities to learn how to abuse and black- 
guard the poor workingman.” He continued 
abusing the reporters and shaking his fist at 
them until Braunschweig himself asked him not 
to be personal. 

The Chairman then said that the only reso- 
lutions that would be submitted would be a 
condemnation of the judge and jury and District 
Attorney who had sent their friends to prison. 
Braunschweig jumped up and said he wanted to 
add something. He would add the press and the 
rascally reporters. It was their lying reports 
that had prejudiced every one against them. He 
hoped to see the day when just punishment 
would be meted out to those journalistic day 
laborers. 

Then, addressing himself to the reporters, he 
said: ‘* We will yet hang you; we will give you 
the ropefor your reward. We will not put you to 
swe hey: by one, oh, no! we will hang you all

COKONET’S OWNER HOPING FOR 
HIGHER WATER TO-DAY. 


The keel of the stanch schooner Coronet 
was still on the bottom yesterday at the screw 
dock at the foot of Market-street. There was 
not quite enough water to enable Capt. Crosby 
to get her out. He thought, however, that he 
would be able to get her out of the slip to-day, 
and she will then lie alongside until the bending 
of her sails is completed, when she will go down 
to Staten Island to lie at anchor until the race 
begins. Her foresail, jib, and flying jib were 
bent yesterday, and the other sails will go on 
to-day. The Coronet yesterday looked fine 


enough to race for a Kingdom. Her new hal- 
yards and other running rigging gave her 
a clean and neat appearance which was 
heightened by the yellow, well scraped spars. A 
large crowd of people gathered around her and 
admired her shapely bow and cleanrun. She is 
an able-looking boat, and there are plenty of 
people ready to bet that she will make a magnifi- 
cent run across the Atlantic. She has not had 
the great amount of overhauling which has 
been given to the other boat, but she did not 
need it. She has no squaresail yard aloft and 
no “ pigeonwing” topsail, but she has a splendid 
spread of canvas for all that, and Capt. Crosby 
is going to push her through. He has not shipped 
all his crew yet. nor his sea stores, and the 
chances now are that the Coronet will not be 
ready to start on Saturday, 

The Dauntless was a picture yesterday as she 
rode lightly at anchor off Tompkinsville, Staten 
TIsiand, It was a gala day. The vessel was 
decked with a row of flags that ran from the 
taffrail to the main truck, thence to the fore 
truck, then down the foretopmast stay to the 
end of the jibbom and thence down to a foot 
above the dancing ripples. The American yacht 
ensign floated over her taffrail, the American 
jack stood above her martingale, the New-York 
Yacht Club flag was at the fore, and the Daunt- 
less’s privates signal at the main truck. The 
crew, smartly dressed in blue, with the vessel's 
name in white letters across the breast, were 
busy about the deck or plying to and from the 
Seawanhaka Yacht Club’s landing in the gig. 

Mr. and Mrs. Colt were holding a reception on 
board and a large number of their friends visited 
them. Every one was delighted with the taut 
and trim ps eany of the schooner, and felt 
that she would cleave the billows of the Atlantic 
in a manner that would retain for her the high 
regard of all her acquaintances. The Dauntless 
is ready for the start, but Capt. Samuels does not 
believe the race will begin on Saturday. It must 
be remembered that there is a stipulation that 
no start shall be made if the weather is unfavor- 
able.

[MAKING RADICAL CHANGES 


FREIGHT CLASSIFICATIONS 
ONLY SIX IN NUMBER. 
MANY PROMINENT RAILROAD MEN IN 
COUNCIL PREPARING TO OBEY THE 

NEW LAW’S PROVISIONS. 

Gentlemen high in the councils of the 
railroads thronged Commissioner Fink’s office 
yesterday morning. Presidents, Managing Di- 
rectors, Vice-Presidents, General Traffic Man- 
agers, and General Freight and Passenger 
Agents, representing most of the larger and 
more important roads east of the Mississippi, 
keptthe two elevators busy, and when they were 
ready to begin their deliberations it taxed the 
ntmost resources of the office to saccommo- 
date them. Besides the meeting of Passenger 
Agents to further consider the many questions 
raised by the Inter-State Commerce bill about 
tariffs and fares for transporting humanity ara 
answer these questions in a report to a general 
meeting, there was the session which was to 
hear what the Freight Classification Committee 
had to say about the changes made necessary in 
freight rates by the new law. This committee 
had worked hard for 10 days, and had gone over 
the subject with great rapidity, but, as the re- 
sult proved, the railroad managers felt satisfied 
with the conclusions reached,

While the passenger men, assisted by George 
H. Slaughter, of the Central Traffic Association, 
Mercer Slaughter, of the Southern Passenger As- 
sociation, and representatives of New-England 
roads were at work over their report the other 
railroad magnates were rapped to order by Coin- 
missioner Fink. The report of the Freight 
Classification Committee was submitted. It 
calls for some of the most radical changes that 
have é@ver been submitted to railroads in this 
country. All the existing classifications and 
sub-classifications it reduces to six main classes 
without subdivisions. This report was adopted 
by the general meeting without alteration. 

Fortified by a short recess anda substantial 
lunch the railroad men met again and commit- 
tees were appointed to consider minor matters 
involved in the report. The Rate Committee, 
composed of Messrs. Spencer, of the Baltimore 
and Ohio; Sloan, of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western; Hayden, of the New-York Central; 
Gray, of the Pennsylvania; Newell, of the Lake 


Shore; Ingalls, of the Cincinnati, Indianapolis, } 


St. Louis and Chicago; Felton, of the 
Wilson, of the Pennsylvania; Seargeant, of 
the Grand Trunk, and Mills, of the 
Boston and Albany, reported the “ Chicago 
rate for the six classes as follows: First class,75 
cents; second class, 65 cents; third class, 50 
cents; fourth class, 35 cents; fifth class, 30 
cents; sixth class, 25 cents. These rates are the 
same for east-bound and west-bound shipments. 
They may possibly be altered before the law goes 
into effect, but railroad men do not expect to see 
anv change before that time. Under the pro- 
visions of the Inter-State Commerce bill altera- 
tions in the tariff require 10 days’ public notice 
before going into effect. 

After the adjournment of the general meeting 
Commissioner Fink held a consultation with 
Commissioner George R. Blanchard, of Chicago, 
of the Central Traffic Association, and late in 
the afternoon he gave the reporters an audience. 
The Classification Committee’s report, he said, 
was the result of an enormous amount of work, 
and filled over 37 galleys of proof. 

At the meeting 10 days ago, at which the com- 
mittees which reported yesterday were ap- 
pointed, 100,000 miles of railroad out of 130,000 
in the country were ri gh tag Yesterday the 
attendance represented fully the same amount. 
The territory affected by thenew tariffs will in- 
clude all that reached by the trunk lines and 
the roads of the Central Traffic Association; that 
is, it will extend from St. Louis to the seaboard, 
taking in allthe et ra north of the Ohio River. 

In the hotel lobbies last night the many rail- 
road men talked over the situation. The new 
classification, they said, would be a relief, From 
the many classifications made by the roads some 
years ago the arrangement now existing had 
been made, but one of the classes included 18 
subdivisions and another 6. These would be 
done away with after April1. Classification de- 
pends upon three factors—fragility, bulk 
and value. Under the new law the first 
class will include the most expen- 
sive, bulky, and easily broken goods, 
pianos, assorted dry goods, fine cutlery, &c. 
So the dividing lines will be drawn down to the 
sixth class, which willinclude grain. The new 
arrangement will not affect first class western 
shipments, but will slightly lower eastern. Rates 
to towns west of Chicago had been calculated on 
a percentage of the Chicago rate, what are 
known as the MoGraham tables being used. It 
was reported that some of these towns would 
object to their percentages, but yesterday noth- 
ing was said about them.

The board will organize next week, and unless 
the slate is changed—and there is not the slight- 
est probability that it will be—Col. Talmage will 
be made President and O. D. Ashley Vice-Preai- 
dent. Who will take Mr. Ashley’s place as Sec- 
retary and Transfer Agent, and who will be 
Treasurer, has not yet been decided upon.

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INDEPENDENCE IN SWITZERLAND. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

A remarkable instance of the vigorous 
independence of the local self-government of the 
Swiss communes was exhibited last week. The 
Cantonal Government of Ticino, in which there 
is at present a strong Ultramontanist majority, 
have just issued a new ecclesiastical law, which 


confers upon the Bishop increased powers over 
the appointment of the parish priests through- 
out the canton, and thereby limits the hitherto 
free election of the priests by the people. It is 
believed that this peculiar assertion of ‘State 
sovereignty” is a violation of the Federal Con- 
stitution, and it is certain to be challenged, But 
one of the most populous villages in Ticino, the 
commune of Biasca, has resolved that it will not 
wait for the opinion of the Federal authorities. 
The Communal Council met last week, and a 
proposal was made tothe whole people that 
they should renounce their membership of the 
Roman Catholic Church, and withdraw their 
contributions to the payment of the priest and 
the costs of worship. The proposal was adopted

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THE BIG TOWER FOR PARIS. 


THE FUTILE PROTEST AGAINST IT AND 


THE IDEAS OF ITS CONSTRUCTOR. 
Paris Dispatch to the London Times. 

The famous Eiffel Tower, nicknamed the 
“Tower of Babel,” as being likely to cause a 
confusion of tongues, has already produced a 
confusion of opinions. The most distinguished 
literary men and artists of France, the engineer 
who designed the tower, and the Minister of 
Commerce, who presides over the Exhibition, 
have in turn indulged in the strangest and most 
fantastic reasoning. Hereis, first of all, the re- 


monstrance now being signed by the leading 
authors, artists, and dramatists: 


“We come, writers, painters, sculptors, archi- 
tects, passionate lovers of the hitherto intact 
beauty of Paris, and protest with all our might 


and all our indignation in the name of disre- 
garded French taste and menaced French art 
and history against the erection in the very heart 
of our capital of the useless and monstrous Eiffel 

\Tfower, which public sarcasm, so often marked by 
common sense and a spiritof justice, has already 
christened ‘Tower of Babel.’ Without falling 
into the fanaticism of Chauvinism, we have a 
right to proclaim aloud that Paris is a city with- 
out arivalin the world. Above its streets and 
its widened boulevards, along its admirable 
quays, athid its splendid promenades, rise the 
noblest monuments to which human genius h 
given birth. The soul of France, a creator ot 
masterpieces, gleams amid this august iuflores- 
cence of stone. Italy, Germany, Flanders, so 
justly proud of their artistic heritage, possess 
nothing which can vie with ourown, and from 
every corner of the universe Paris attracts 
curiosity and admiration. 

“ Are we about to let all this be profaned? Is 
the city of Paris about to associate itself with 
the grotesque and mercantile imagination of a 
machinemaker, rd gagity- f to disfigure and dis- 
honor itself? For the Eiffel Tower, which even 
commercial America refuses, is, rest assured, a 
dishonor to Paris. Everybody feels it, everybody 
says it, everybody is deeply grieved, and we are 
only a feeble echo of the universal opinion, so 
legitimately alarmed. 

“Lastly, when foreigners come and visit our 
Exhibition they will exclaim with astonishment, 
‘What! is this hideous thing what the French 
have devised in order to give us an idea of their 
vaunted taste?’ And they will be right in ridi- 
culing us, for the Paris of sublime Gothics, the 
Paris of Jean Goujon, of Germain Pilon, of Pnget, 
Rude, Barye, and others will have become the 
Paris of M. Eiffel. It is enough to consider what 
we put forward, Imagine for a momenta “izzily 
ridiculous tower, overlooking Paris like a ‘an- 
tic black factory chimney, overpowering with its 
barharous mass Notre Dame, La Sainte Chapelle, 
the tower of St. Jacques, the Louvre, the In- 
valides Dome, and the Are de Triomphe—all our 
monuments humiliated, all our architecture 
dwarted and _ fated to disappear in this stupefy- 
ing dream. For 20 years we shall see taperin 
like a ay of ink over the entire city, still thrill- 
ing with the genius of so many centuries, the 
hateful shadow of the hateful column of bolted 
sheetiron.”

“ What is this hideous thing,” the Parisian art- 
ists ask the Government in the high-flown pro- 
test published this morning, “which has been 
devised in order to give foreign visitors an idea 


of our vauntedtaste?” M, Eiffel, the constructor 
of “the hideous thing,” answers the question 
himself in the interview, of which one of our 
Paris correspondents sends us the following re- 
port: ‘* Paris is to have the greatest tower in the 
world, after all. M. Eiffel’s tower, which the 
Government has authorized him to raise on the 
Champ de Mars, will dominate all Paris, and sur- 
pass, in fact almost double, in height the highest 
existing structure. Liberty, to whom such hom- 
age was paid the other week for her grandeur 
and greatness, is but a pigmy of the statue world 
compared with this gigantic monster. Lord Nel- 
son’s monumentis 162 feet, the ‘‘Monument,” 
202 feet; Liberty, 220 feet; St. Paul’s, 360 feet; 
the Great Pyramid, 460 feet; St. Peter’s of Rome, 
507 feet; the Cologne Cathedral, 522 feet; the 
Washington Monument, at present the highest in 
the world, 555 feet, and the Paris Tower is 1,000 
feet.” In order to find out what M. Eiffel had to 
say to the various objections which have been 
made to his tower, and to get his opinion on its 
utility, I called on him the other day at his works 
at Lenallois-Perret. To him his great projection 
* synonymous with the success of the Exnibi- 
on. 
“They begin by declaring,” he remarked, re- 
ferring to his adversaries, ‘‘ that my tower is 
not French. It is big enough and clumsy enough 
for the English or Americans, but it is not our 
style, they say. We are occupied more with 
little artistic bidelots than giants of bad taste 
like your tower. But though we are occupied 
most with art and music, that is no reason,” 
said he, emphatically, ‘** why we should not show 
the world what we can do in the way of great 
engineering projects. And as for its beingin 
bad taste, why, on the contrary, it will be one 
of the chief ornaments of the town. One of the 
most frequent objections made to the tower is 
thatit is useless. That is another error. Take 
its importance, for instance, from a meteoro- 
logical point of view. It is not every day that 
ape pg oe can get up a thousand feet above 
the soil. This tower will enable them to study 
the decrease of temperature at different 
heights, to observe the variations of winds, 
fin out the quantity of rain that 
falls at different heights and the density of the 
clouds. Indeed, in all that relates to temper- 
ature, hygrometry, air currents, and the com- 
osition of the air, the tower will afford oppor- 
unities for study and research, many of which 
have hitherto been impossible. It will be equally 
useful to astronomers. Here experiences with 
the spectroscope can be carried on with great 
facility; the laws of refraction and the physical 
aspect of the moon, planets, and nebula studied 
in most favorable conditions. I have received 
testimonies from savants on all these points. 
Then there is its utility from a military point of 
view. In the event of another siege of Paris see 
how important this tower would be. Commu- 
nications could be kept up by means of optic 
telegraphy fora great distance around Paris, for 
from the summit you have a magnificent pan- 
orama extending from 120 to 130 kilometers. 
Paris by night, decorated and illuminated as it 
will be during the Exhibition, isa sight which 
before was only within the reach of aeronauts. 
In fact the tower will be the chief attraction of 
the Exhibition.”

FIRING THE LARGEST GUN. 
From the Pali Mali Gazetie, Fed. 16. 

A further trial of the 110-ton gun—al- 
though only @ single round—took place yester- 
day at the butts of Woolwich Arsenal. On the 
former occasion, it will be remembered, the 


powder charges, commencing with 600 pounds, 
were increased to 800 pounds. The firing was 
made yesterday with a cylindrical shot of 1,800 
pounds weight as before, but with an increased 
powder charge of 850 pounds. The highest 
pressure to which the gun will be Te agg in 
service is intended to be about 17 tons. In 
proofs, however, higher charges than service 
charges are frequently used to test the quality 
of the weapon. This one round has already 
proved the sufficient strength of the new weapon 
for the service requirements. Although the 
pressure rose beyond anticipation the velocit 
was not increased proportionately, the esti- 
mated velocity being slightly over 1,200 feet 
per second, while the actual muzzle velocity at- 
tained was 2,078 feet. The recoil of the gun on 
its carriage was 3 feet 3 inches only, as com- 
pared with 4 feet 6 inches with the 800 pounds 
powder charge on the former occasion. The re- 
mainder of the programme, to fire 900-pound 
and 950-pound charges, will most probably be 
carried out with slower burning Waltham Abbey 
powder.

HEAVY SNOW IN SPAIN. 
Madrid Dispatch to the London Daily News. 


For several days unprecedented snow- 
storms have been raging over a great part of 
Spain. The frost has been so severe that the 
thermometer fell 10° below zero. In Catalonia 


the railway traffic was blocked for three days 
by the snow. Travelers by the mail from France 
arrived three hours late yesterday owing to the 
snow, which covers the country all the way 
from Hendaye. San Sebastian, Vittoria, Burgos, 
Valladolid, Avila, and the whole country round 
Madrid as far as the eye can extend is con- 
cealed by the snow, which is several feet deep, 
giving it a Siberian aspect. On the housetops 
it rested in heavy masses. The people are s0 
little accustomed to such severe weather that 
only a few disconsolate-looking pedestrians were 
to be seen abroad. The tramways stopped run- 
ning, and the omnibuses, to which teams of 
eight horses were attached, struggled along 
with difficulty. After the tirst few hours the 
principal thoroughfares were promptly cleared 
by the scavengers, who, under the direction of 
the police, deluged the streets with water and 
swept the snow into the gutters.

A WEEK’S FLOUR PRODUCTION. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 2.,—The Northwest- 
ern Miller says: “The flour output was light again 
last week, though heavier than the week before, 
being 84,040 barrels, averaging 14,007 barrels daily, 


against 72,735 barrels the preceding week, and 
76,020 for the corresponding week in 1586. Though 
there has been quite mild weather for the past few 
days, causing the snow to melt, the water power still 
continues inadequate. There are 10 milfs in opera- 
tion to-day, producing 13,000 barrels daily, one-half 
being by steam. The number of mills that are run- 
ing by steam is four. One shut down on Monday, 
One water mill is idle to-day, but will be started 
again to-morrow, adding 950 barrels to the output.”

CONGRESS TRYING TO PRE- 
VENT AN BXTRA SESSION. 

THE SENATE SPENDS THE DAY DIS- 


CUSSING NAVAL APPROPRIATIONS— 


HARD WORK IN THE HOUSE. 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—The Senate at 1 
o’clock proceeded to the consideration of the Naval 
Appropriation bill. The first material amendment 
reported by the Committee on Appropriations was 
the insertion of an item of $12,000 for repairs of 
the naval training station, Coaster’s Harbor Island, 
near Newport. It was agreed to. 

Under the head of “Increase of the Navy” the 
committee recommended striking out the House 
provision for two swift double-bottomed steel 
cruisers and for four gunboats, all to cost, exclu- 
sive of armament, not more than $4,950,000, and 
the substitution of two new sections, providing for 
six protected steel cruisers, with a speed of not less 
than 20 knots, to cost, exclusive of armament, not 
more than $9,000,000, and appropriating that 
amount; also, appropriating for the armament of 
such vessels $2,880,000; also, appropriating $6,000,- 
000 for heavily armored vessels, or floating bat- 
teries or rams, for coast and harbor defenses; also, 
appropriating $720,000 for light-draught gunboats; 
also, appropriating $600,000 for torpedo boats and 


$600,000 for torpedoes, and $1,800,000 for the arma- 
ment of these vessels. 

Mr. Gray questioned the policy of the provision 
ee one of the six steel orniaers to be built on 
or near the cogs. of the Pacific Ocean and two of 
them on or near the coast of the Gulf of Mexico. 
This was oniy trameling the Secretary of the Nav 
and interfering with the general object proposed. 
He was in favor of the accomplishment of what the 
section proposed, namely, the creation of six swift, 
available, and efficient cruisers, and therefore he 
moved to strike out that provision. 

Mr. Hale (who has charge of the bill) stated that 
when the Ten-Cruiser bill Was up some weeks ago a 
similar provision had been adopted, after full dis- 
cussion, on the motion of the Senator from Alabama 
(Mr. Morgan.) He had believed then and believed 
now that one or two of these vessels could be built, 
and built speedily, on the Pacific coast. The Com- 
mittee on Appropriations had embodied these feat- 
ures in this amendment, yr | & proportionate num- 
ber, (as the whole number had béen cut down,) and 
instead of giving two to the Pacific coast had given 
one, and instead of giving three tothe Gulf of Mexico 
had given two, leaving three to the Atlantic coast. 

Mr. Gray modified his motion so as to make the 
clause read that ifit shall appear to the President 
that vessels cannot be constructed ata fair cost on 
the Pacific or Gulf coasts he ‘may consider and ac- 
cept bids for building said vessels at other places.” 

r. Blair spoke of the fact that the chief burden 
which mankind had to bear was the result of the tend- 
ency to war. Ifthe millennium was not an abso- 
lute myth the American Nation might set to the 
world (for the first time in history) the example of 
an effort to settle controversies between nations 
without resort to the destructive art of butchery. It 
was, therefore, with great reluctance that he voted 
for bills calling for enormous expenditures purely in 
contemplation of future conflicts. He believed that 
this Nation was great enough and strong enough to 
defy the possibility of any contlict by appealing to 
the world’s sense of justice, and that, refasing from 
this day forth to engage in warfare, a principle might 
be mitiated which, if it would net produce absolute 
peace, would result in the elimination of wars from 
among Civilized nations. While on this subject he 
would make use of some remarks which he had pre- 
pared for another occasion. 

Mr.*Hale—I am very desirous of listening to the 
remarks which the Senator says he has prepared for 
another occasion, but will not the Senator give wa 
and let the Senate pass this bill so as to get it 
through and have it sent to the President} Of 
course, the Senator can go on with his remarks. I 
do not attempt to take him from the floor unless 
with his own good will and consent. 

Mr. Blair—Under these circumstances I think you 
will not press your request. 

a Hale—I am at the mercy of the Senator in this 
matter. 

Mr. Blair—I think the Senator is. I will offer re- 
marks which it may be worth while for him to con- 
sider and which it may be worth while for the Presi- 
dent (whose oy signature to this bill the Segator 
desires) to consider. They are pertinent now and 
will be pertinent on other occasions. It will do the 
Senator no harm to have them in his mind. 

Mr. Hale—I wish the Senator would wait and let 
me hear his remarks atter the adjournment on the 
4th of March.

© private speculation. The evidence of that was 
found in the fact that there had been sent to each 
Senator a pamphlet issued by the Chamber of Com- 
merce callin Viewoney on Congress to provide 
means for defense, but the sum’ and substance of 
which was a demand that that should be done b 
means of cast iron guns. The only vitality whic 
that body had was such as was communicated to it 
by some persons who desired to speculate on its 
responsibility.

It was not proposed 
to build up an Eeaied navy, ® French navy, and 
perhaps not an Italian navy; butit was a reproach 
anda shame that a country like this, with such 
abundant resources, with an overflowing treasury, 
should leave a seacoast of 10,000 miles, with millions 
and billions of property in the large seaports lying 
open and exposed to any second-rate ships of any 
third-rate power which might either destroy the sea- 
ports or levy contributions upon them—that was a 
shame. 


Mr. Dawes said that the Senator from Maine could 
not, any more than he, pena the necessity of 
improving every momentof time. Any unnecessary 
consumption of time now would be, in his opinion, 
well nighacrime. But he thought it necessary to 
take a few minutes on the subject under discussion.

He therefore thought it was time well spent to show 
to the country why it was that no adequate provis- 
ion was made for coast defenses; and if the Senator 
trom Maine would pardon so much consumption of 
time he would endeavor to let itbe known. The 
condition of the coast defenses was six months ago 
precisely as it was now. If there was to-day any 
necessity for an adequate provision for coast de. 
fenses that necessity existed six months ago, and 
had oso existed for years. And yet the House of 
Representatives had sent to the Senate last session 
a fortification bill appropriating $500,000 for 
coast defenses. The Senate amended that bill and 
had putin it a provision appropriating $6,000,000 
for coast defenses. What was the result as between 
the two branches of Congress on this proposition } 
It had gone to a conference committee in the last 
session andthe conference committee had been ut- 
terly unable to agree. The conference committee 
had metagain during the present session and held 
meeting after meeting until within the last two or 
three days. Within the last 24 hours four ineffect- 
ual invitations had been'sent to the conferrees on the 
part of the House to confer still further on the ques. 
tion whether the country should have or should not 
have eflicient pee made for coast defenses, and 
if Congress adjourns without this provision, and if 
(as intimated in the telegram which he had read) 
public opinion was going to force an extra session 
of Congress to make this adequate provision, the 
charge did not lie at the door of the Senate or of the 
Senate conferrees. They had done everything they 
could to secure that end. 

The bill was laid aside temporarily, and the Sen- 
ate, on motion of Mr. Edmunds, went into secret 
seqaiom, and subsequently took a recess until 8:30 
o'clock. 

The consideration of thé Naval Appropriation bill 
was resumed.at 8:30, the question being on Mr. 
Plumb’s amentiment to strike out of the amendment 
of the committee the item of $6,000,000 for heavily 
armored vessels.

The Portuguese of Mozambique, in their 
eagerness to attack their neighbor, Zanzi- 
bar, have left their own strip of coast térri- 
tory unprotected. While their ships and 
troops are absent bombarding Tungi the na- 
tives have pressed upon the coastwise sta- 
tions from the interior. We may doubtless 
connect the present hostile demonstration 
with the war which broke out afew months 
ago between the native King of Inham- 
bane, an ally of the Portuguese, and the 
King of Muzilla. The latter’s army, 30,000 
strong, was several times repulsed by the 
Portuguese and friendly natives combined, 
but at last accounts the Portuguese in turn 
had been routed, and the port of Inham- 
bane was in danger of falling into the hands 
of the insurgents. The Governor of Mo- 
zambique then hurried to check the progress 
of the revolt.. Accordingly, the present 
time seems ill chosen for beginning opera- 
tions against the Sultan of Zanzibar. The 
dispatches indicate that the insurrection 
must have spread, since now the natives 
are approaching the town of “Mozambique. 
This, however, can undoubtedly be held, as 
it is on an island, about which gunboats can 
patrol, and also has astrong fort. Itisan 
easy matter to summon protection from 
British vessels.

The failure to provide Mr. BLarr with 
some bit of fattening philanthropy for in- 
vestigation during the recess cannot be too 
sharply condemned. 





THE DISPUTE SHOULD BE SETTLED. 

Yesterday the House of Representatives 
accepted the Senate bill for the protection 
of American fishermen and American ves- 
sels, known as the Retaliation bill, and 
there is no doubt that it will become a law. 
There is, also, no manner of doubt that the 
power which it places in the hands of the 
President will be used if the Canadian 
authorities continue during the coming 
fishing season the harsh and irritating treat- 
ment of American vessels which they prac- 
ticed last year. When once the policy of 
retaliation is entered upon there is no know- 
ing to what lengths it may go, nor what the 
ultimate consequences may be. It may be 
a costly policy both for the United States 
and for Canada; but we have no other 
weapon for the defense of our rights against 
the aggressions of the Dominion authori- 
ties, for with them we have andcan have 
no international relations. We are driven 
to retaliation as a weapon of defefise by the 
neglect of the British Government to meet 
our offers for a negotiation looking to the 
final settlement of all differences with re- 
gard to the fisheries. 

We have sufficiently shown our anxiety 
to open negotiations, to consider the whole 
subject in an amicable manner, and to en- 
deavor to arrive at a lasting settlement. 
During all last season Secretary BAYARD 
and Minister PHELPS were engaged in ur- 
ging the matter upon the attention of the 
British Foreign Office, but it was treated in 
an evasive manner. Canadian opinions were 
quoted to us, and we were asked to 
wait upon the determination of Canadian 
courts with reference to the merits of 
the seizure cases. We know perfectly 
well what opinions Canadian authorities 
hold and they are entirely irreconcilable 
with ours, and we do not admit that the 
adjudications of Canadian courts have any 
binding effect upon us in regard to our 
rights under treaties and international 
agreements with Great Britain. What we 
want to know is the view which the British 
Government is going to take on this subject 
when it has given the matter that careful 
consideration to which its importance en- 
titles it. 

Mr, JoHN JAY, in a public letter to Sen- 
ator Evarts, has made a thorough histor- 
ical review of the whole subject with ref- 
erence to its international bearings. He 
deprecates the resort to retaliation, and 
hopes that it may be avoided by a revision 
between the real parties to the controversy 
of the entire basis of understanding. He 
argues that the acts of the Canadian 
Government of last year were a clear 
and positive infraction of the first arti- 
cle of the treaty of 1818, which would 
justify us in abrogating it altogether and 

so getting it out of the dispute. It has 
been a source of contention and bitterness

The appointment of ex-Senator JAMES 
ARKELL to succeed Railroad Commissioner 
O'DONNELL is a puzzle to everybody who is 
not in the secrets of Gov. Hitt. The Gov- 
ernor has more than once declared in 
favor of preserving the non-partisan char- 
gcter of the Railroad Commission. This 
appointment is nothing if not polit- 
ical. There can be no pretense that 
ARKELL is not political or that he is 
specially fitted for the office. Besides, 
Gov. Hux generally has a political mo- 
tive in whatever he does. As ARKELL is 
a Republican it is natural to surmise that 
there is some sort of a bargain or under- 
standing behind the appointment by which 
the Governor expects to get other appoint- 
ments confirmed, though none of the Re- 
publican Senators will confess to any knowl- 
edge of it. ARKELLisa Platt-Morton man, 
s0 that the bargain, if there is one, can 
hardly contemplate a change in the Quaran- 
tine establishment. There are friends of 
O'DONNELL on both sides of the Senate, and 
unless there is a “combine” of some sort 
this appointment is likely to be “hung up” 
like so many others made by the present 
Governor. 
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The list of United States Senators for 
the term beginning to-morrow is now com- 
plete. The election of BLODGETT in New- 
Jersey, and the appointment of DANIEL B. 
Luoas, of West Virginia, and Gen. J. J. 
FINLEY, of Florida, by the Governors of 
those States leave no vacancies, and the 
only chance of a contest is in the case of 
TURPIE, of Indiana. The Republican ma- 
jority in the Senate of the Fiftieth Congress 
‘will be reduced to two if TURPIE secures 
his seat. The political changes will be 
Democrats in place of HARRISON, of Indi- 
ana; SEWELL, of New-Jersey, and MAHONE, 
of Virginia, and a Republican in place of 
Farr, of Nevada. At present the Senate 
stands 42 Republicans to 34 Democrats.

THE PRESIDENT AS A SIGNIN G 
MACHINE. 

Itis reported to be the opinion of Mr. 
RANDALL that the appropriation bills will 
all be passed by midnight to-night, and 
from this fact he infers that there will be 
no extra session. This view of the case in- 
volves a good deal of clemency on the part 
of the Senate toward the House for the out- 
rageous conduct of the latter. Assuming, 
however, that it is a correct view, and that 
the Senate will submit to the House dicta- 
tion, now that Mr. EpmMunps has got his 
way on the Retaliation bill, it is plain that 
Mr. RANDALL leaves the President entirely 
out of the question. He takes it for granted 
that when the bills are laid before 
the President they will be signed 
practically without reading, certain- 
ly without any complete or accurate 
knowledge of what they contain. We 
do not know whether this assumption is 
correct or not. Mr. CLEVELAND may rea- 
son, and very properly, that in the absence 
of any conspicuous known faults in the sup- 
ply bills, and in the absence of any power 
on his part to select one or more provisions 
of these bills for disapproval, he is bound to 
take them as they come, professedly from 
the hands of the Representatives and Sena- 
tors, though really from the hands of a few 
conferrees. He will be sure, of course, that 
no human being except the enrolling clerks 
know, or can know, what the bills con- 
tain, but he may think that he ought to 
leave the responsibility with Congress. 

He will be quite aware that, as regards 


| these bills, he is reduced to a mere signing 


machine, and that, for all the security as 
to the contents of the bills to be had from 
his signature, it might as well be affixed by 
means of arubber stamp under the super- 
vision of the presiding officers of the two 
houses. This is really the theory of the 
Executive function as to general appropria- 
tion bills on which Congress proceeds. It 
was explained and denounced in all its 
naked absurdity by Mr. EpMUNDS on 
Monday in the Senate. There is no igno- 
rance regarding it in either house and no 
misunderstanding in regard to it. If Sen- 
ators and Representatives do not in terms 
accept and approve it they act upon it. 

Year after year the discretion of the Pres- 
ident in the exercise of the veto power on 
supply bills is ignored, and whether Con- 
gress be in political sympathy with him, or 
one house be so and the other not, the ex- 
penditures for the regular departments of 
the Government are ordered without the 
slightest direct regard to his views or 
wishes. Whatever influence he exerts over 
them must depend on his use of other 
powers or on his capacity as a political 
leader or on the respect he person- 
ally enjoys. Over a very large part 
of the employés of the Government 
whose pay is ordered in these bills he has 
the direct power of removal, and over all of 
them a very great direct or indirect power 
as to appointment or promotion. But as to 
what provision shall be made for the work 
they are to perform, as to the compensation 
they shall receive, or the terms on which 
they shall render their services, he has 
almost no voice whatever. Congress, itis 
true, has rules forbidding the changing of 
salaries in appropriation bills, and these 
rules have been enforced by the Supreme 
Court. Butthey may be violated, as they 
have been, and to reduce a salary unless the 
claimant goes to law to prevent it, is practi- 
cally to reduce it without recourse. 

The theory now illustrated and avowed 
at Washington is a vicious one. It has ab- 
solutely nothing to recommend or even 
justify it. It has grown up by a long series 
of precedents, in establishing most of which 
the motive was bad. It is clear that it de- 
stroys all responsibility. There can be 
none but the vaguest control over the ac- 
tion of Congress. The character of a gen- 
eral appropriation bill, unless it had some 
legislative rider of political significance, 
was never known to seriously influence 
an election either for or against either 
party. If Mr. RANDALL, with the power 
that he has been shown to possess and that 
he has exercised with so firm a hand, could 
be held accountable for his use of it no one 
would complain. It would be a good thing 

for the country if what Mr. RANDALL did a 
majority could be made responsible for, 
and if, in case the people disapproved of it, 
the majority could be changed. But that is 
not the case. Mr. RANDALL is in every 
sense an arbitrary ruler. For his course as 
to appropriations the people cannot touch 
him. the only 
the of personal responsibility 
into the treatment of the appropriation 
bills is to bestow power on the President to 
approve or disapprove of the separate pro- 
visions of the bills, That is what ought to 
be done. It is a principle that has been 
found to work admirably in this State and 
in several others, and Mr. CLEVELAND has 
furnished one of the most conspicnous 


Now, way to introduce 
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examples of how useful the power may be 
made. If the President had this power he 
would be justified in requiring that the 
bills be sent to him in time to be carefully 
examined under penalty of entire failure if 
they were not. The disgraceful condition 
of legislation now existing at Washington 
would then become impossible, 
ETERS PI OEE ITED 
THE NEW-JERSEY SENATORSHIP. 
Apart altogether from the character of 
the result reached yesterday by the Legis- 
lature of New-Jersey, itis most gratifying 
that a result has been reached. Such a 
spectacle as that Legislature has presented 
ever since the beginning of its session is 
enough to debauch a whole community. 
Happily, very few spectacles like it have 
been witnessed in American political his- 
tery, though one very similar has been 
exhibited by the Legislature of In- 
diana during a great part of the time 
that this contest has been going on in 
New-Jersey. In each case ithas beenshown 
that a majority of the lawmakers of an 
American State know no scruple or shame 
in their endeavors to promote the success of 
their party. Law, usage, and decency are 
nothing at all to them in comparison with 
the necessity of electing to the Senate a 
man whom nobody not a _ professional 
politician would name as conspicuously 
fit to’ be a member of that body. The 
mere occurrence of a deadlock is, of course, 
not areproach. It is always liable to hap- 
pen in States so closely balanced, polit- 
ically, as Indiana and New-Jersey, and it is 





always to be deprecated on account of the 


occasion it gives for chicane and all manner 
of intrigues, dirty and disgraceful, if not 
actually corrupt. But this danger has very 
seldom been so fully realized as in the con- 
test that has now been brought to a close by 
the election of Mr. BLODGETT. 

It cannot be said that the Democrats of 
New-Jersey have been as fortunate as the 
Republicans of New-York in the method by 
which their deadlock has been opened. 
The cases are not, indeed, the same, since 
the Republicans in this State had a clear 
majority of the Legislature and the ma- 
nouvring and intriguing were all done with- 
in the party. In New-Jersey the dominant 
party hashad so very narrow a majority that 
personal hostility on the part of a few of its 
members to the candidate of its machine 
has availed to defeat him. In fact there 
was no party majority, properly speaking, 
and it was only by winning over a small 
and select third party that the Democrats 
were able to organize the House. Sucha 
situation is almost necessarily fruitful in 
the devices of the lowest kind of “‘ politics.” 

The outcome of the deadlock in New-York 
wasone of which no New-Yorker had any 
reason to feel ashamed. Mr. Hiscock is 
distinctly 2 man of Senatorial quality, and 
his claims to the office were what the claims 
to such an office oughg to be. They arose 
simply from faithful and conspicuous pub- 
lic service. He was one of a small number 
of men who would have been selected as 
possible and eligible Senators by well 
informed men who were not “inside 
politics.” Nobody can say this of Mr. 
BLODGETT. He has been @ very active 
local politician in his own part of New- 
Jersey, but he has never been conspic- 
uous,’ officially or otherwise, in State af- 
fairs, although he was some yéars ago a 
leader of his party in the Legislature, and 
although he aspired, with a good chance of 
success, to the nomination for the Governor- 
ship which finally fell to the present in- 
cumbent of that office. It would be absurd 
to represent him as a man of Senatorial 
stature, or to hold out any expectation, 
founded upon his past career as a politician, 
a journalist, or a railroad man, that he will 
do anything more to sustain the credit of 
New-Jersey in the Senate than can be done 
by voting straight and talking little. 

The Republicans who secured the election 
of Mr. BLopGxetr by combining with the 
small minority of the Democrats hostile to 
Gov. ABBETT and the “State House ring” 
were actuated no doubt by the purpose of 
dividing and weakening the Democratic 
Party as. much as possible. Ifthis benota 
very high-minded or patriotic motive, it is 
not discreditable as the motives of politi- 
cians go. Voting for BLODGETT was an 
intelligent and intelligible means to this 
end. If they had acted purely from 
public spirit and State pride they would 
have preferred to vote for Gov. BEDLE, who 
was probably the Democratic candidate 
who would have become the most creditable 
and useful Senator. By electing Mr. BLop- 
GETT they have chosen a Senator whois 
not only opposed to the ruling faction of 
his own party, but who has private 
grievances of his own to avenge upon 
the ruling spirits of that faction—Gov. 
ABBETT and Gov. GREEN. It remains 
to be seen whether the connection of the 
new Senator with a railroad that excites 
more exasperation than any other of the 
same mileage in the United States, and 
through this, with one of the most power- 
ful railroad corporations of the country will 
have any effect upon his official action. It 
would have been safer to elect a Senator 
who would not be exposed to such a tempta- 
tion. 





IS HIGH LICENSE ‘ DEMOCRATIC”? 

At the meeting of the Young Men’s Demo- 
cratic Club, on Monday evening, an objec- 
tion to high license was referred to which 
has scarcely been mentioned in the newspa- 
per discussions of the subject. This was the 
objection that the exaction of a high license 
was “undemocratic.” Most people who 
have considered the subject would re- 
gard this objection as merely absurd. 
There can be no doubt, however, ®that 
it is seriously entertained by large num- 
bers of people who are not themselves liquor 
dealers, nor in any sense bad citizens. To 
them it seems an outrage that a poor man 
should be prevented by his poverty from 
going into the business of selling liquor, 
and that the raising of the license fee to a 
considerable sum should confine the traffic 
to what they would call an “ aristocracy.” 





Of course this feeling comes from an en- 
tirely false analogy. Those who entertain 
it have the same feeling about a tax on the 
liquor business that they would have about 
a tax on any other business. If it were 
proposed to levy a heavy tax upon the busi- 


ness of a grocer so as to preyent a man 
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from engaging in it who had only 
enough of money or credit -to hire 
and stock a _ grocery, the proposition 
would be generally denounced. Those 
who denounce a similar proposition with 
regard to liquor selling simply forget that 
the two businesses do not stand either 
legally or morally upon the same footing. 
The selling of groceries is a lawful and in- 
nocent calling. The number of persons who 
can engage in it is limited only by the 
public demand. This demand, not being 
the result of a morbid appetite, cannot be 
excessive, and the question whether there 
are toomany groceries is a question that 
may be left by the law to settle itself. 

If groggeries stood upon the same footing 
with groceries it would be proper to leave 
them to the operation of supply and de- 
mand, in the confidence that there would 
not be too many. In that case the require- 
ment of any ficense whatsoever would be 
an impertinent imposition, unless it were as 
@ revenue measure, and in that case it 
should be so levied as to interfere as 
little as possible with the business. But 
every body except Prohibitionists and liquor 
dealers agrees that there should be a license 
law, and this without any reference to the 
revenue to be derived from it. It is pre- 
cisely to provide for an interference with 
the business that excise laws are framed. 
They are not justified at all unless the busi- 
ness is in need of regulation and limitation 
in the interest of public order and of the 
public morals. Except upon that condition 
the present excise law, loosely enforced as 
it has been, is a violation of individual 
liberty and an attempt to create an 
“aristocracy” of liquor dealers who can 
afford to pay for their licenses. If that con- 
dition be granted, and it be admitted that 
there is danger of too many groggeries, then 
any measure of regulation which promises 
to limit their number to the real demand 
instead of permitting them to create a fac- 
titious demand is within the competency of 
the public. If high license promises to at- 
tain that result everybody who believes 
that result to be desirable ought to vote for 
high license regardless of the assumed 
“right” of a poor man to sell liquor, when 
no man, rich or poor, has such a right when 
the exercise of it is opposed to public policy. 

Upon the whole, the discussion in the 
Young Men’s Democratic Club was very en- 
couraging, especially as regards the stand 
which the Democratic Party should take 
upon the question of high license. One of 
the speakers said that ‘if the Democratic 
Party should take the side of the liquor in- 
terest, it would go to the wall, as it deserved 
todo.” The resolution in favor of high 
license, which was the occasion of the dis- 
cussion, was finally carried with only two 
dissenting votes. 

It really concerns the Democratic Party, 
in this State especially, to take the side of 
right and decency upon some one question. 
Its official leader, the Governor of the State, 
is much opposed to doing anything of the 
kind. His political method is to estimate 
the organized ‘‘ votes” that are to be at- 
tracted or repelled and to* govern himself 
accordingly. The members of his party in 
the Legislature follow him blindly, so 
blindly that all the Democrats in the 
Assembly actually voted in favor of pre- 
venting unlicensed persons from driving 
horse cars. This action was taken to 
conciliate ‘‘the labor vote.” There is 
danger that they will all likewise favor the 
continued supremacy of ‘the saloon in poli- 


tics in order to conciliate “‘the liquor vote.” 


To shape a party policy to meet the views 
of rioters and of liquor dealers is to trust 
for support to the criminal classes. One of 
the speakers ‘wt the Young Men’s Demo- 
cratic Club remarked that “‘ he did not be- 
lieve in that kind of politics,” but few Dem- 
ocrats of his way of thinking seem to be oc- 
cupying public offices in this State. The 
intelligent vote and the decent vote do not 
seem to enter at all into the calculations of 
these statesmen. They will find, however, 
that these votes, even if they are not organ- 
ized, are numerous enough to deserve some 
consideration.

GOOD WINE AND TEMPERANOBP. 

From the Courrier des Etats-Unis, Feb. 28. 
THE NEW-YoORK TIMES is printing a series 
of letters from Los Angeles, which give most 
interesting details concerning viticulture and 
the production of wine in different districts of 
California, where this industry, comparatively 
a Dew one, is being developed with remarkable 
rapidity. The territory of California suitable to 


the culture of the vine extends eugrextmately 
from the twenty-fitth to the fortieth degree of 
latitude, and lends itself, thanks to the diver- 
sity of the climate, to the production of 
an infinite variety of wines, analogous to those 
of all the principal vineyards of Europe. The 
southern counties furnish equivalents to the 
wines of Spain, Italy, and the middle of France, 
while in the northern counties red and white 
wines are produced, answering in tone and 
color to the products of the vineyards of Middle 
Europe. The demand for these California wines 
has grown so great that certain unscrupulous 
speculators have undertaken to add to the 
natural supply by manufactured imitations, 
which have aroused the attention of the pro- 
prietors of the vineyards, and induced vigorous 
PereneTs measures on the part of the authori- 
ies. 

These efforts to place a bogus article on the 
market have met with but a moderate success, 
first, because the imitations are easily discov- 
eredin the market where an abundance of the 
pure wine, which sia) ag 2 appreciates, is al- 
ways to be found; again, because the price of 
the materials of manufacture allows but an illu- 
sory degree of profit to the speculators, and 
finally, because prompt measures to crush out 
the fraud have been taken before it had time to 
grow formidable. thus, in @ manner, stifling it 
at its very birth. As matter of fact the 
great bulk of California wine which reaches the 
leading markets of the United States, New-York, 
Louisiana, the valley of the Mississippi, and the 
principal cities of the North and East, forms a 
precious resource, brary of all confidence, 
which might to advantage be substituted by the 
American people for the flery spirits, which are 
almost always adulterated and which are the 
cause of so much trouble in communities. To 
extend in the United States the practice of 
drinking wine, whether it comes from California 
or Europe, would prove the best solution of the 
temperance problem.

NEWS FROM THE DOMINION. 


THE FISHERY QUESTION AND THE TELE- 
PHONE SUITS. 

Otrawa, March 2.—Mr. Foster, Minister 
of Marine and Fisheries, is authority for the 
statement that the fishery policy of the Do- 
minion will be unchanged. Speaking to THE 
TIMEs’s correspondent he said: “The present 
Government will make no change in its attitude 
with reference to the fishery question. The old 
Government took no extreme ground, but sim- 
ply stood for the rights of Canada as guaranteed 
by the treaty of 1818. Its enforcement of the 


fishery laws last season was courteous, inclining 
even to leniency, and strictly in lines of estab- 
lished precedent. The Government will take 
steps, in case no arrangement is reached, to 
still more thoroughly guard our coasts and 
protect the interest of our fish during the 
coming season. The entry of Newfoundland 
into the confederation is not at all un- 
likely. The feeling in that colony seems 
well defined and vigorous. The delegation to 
England, I understand, has been authorized to 
lay this prevailing sentiment before the Partia- 
mentary authorities. It will be life or death to 
the fisheries of theisland. The agitation will 
probably mold the present somewhat nncertain 
oo sentiment of Newfoundland into more 

efinite shape. I should not be surprised if the 
island should move immediately in the direction 
of confederation with the Dominion.”

A STRANGE RAILROAD ACOIDENT. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 2.—A strange 
accident occurred this morning in the fatal 
region of the Baltimore and Ohio Railway be- 
tween Tiffin and Republic. The west-bound ex- 
press, due in Tiffin at 8:04 o’clock A. M., was 


unning about 50 miles an hour when the rod 
connecting the drive wheels on the left side ot 
the locomotive broke. In its mad gyrations it 
beat through the cab and deranged the machinery 
underneath so that a leak was sprungin the 
boiler. The engineer could not reverse the en- 
gine nor stop it. The cab quickly filled with 
steam and the fireman, A. L. Jones, of Dayton 
was badly scalded; Roadmaster Bullock, 0 
Tiffin, fled to the tender before suffering injury. 
The engineer, R. R. Bramble, of Garrett, Ind, 
maintained his post as well as he could, trying 
to stop the train which ran about a mile, the 
engine thumping and jumping as the pieces of 
the broken connecting rod thrashed aboutj and 
pried the locomotive up off the track at every 
revolution. Then the rear driver en the right 
side flew to pieces, demolishing the cab on that 
side and hurling the engineer through the win- 
dow upon the bank beside the track. The train 
came to a summary halt and the passengers, 
who bad been alarmed by the unaccountable 
motion, fled in all directions, one lady in her 
fright rolling down an embankment. The en- 
gineer was found with his skull badly broken, aud 
he was taken to Tiffin in a dying condition. He 
has a wife and two children.

A SURPRISE FOR SENATORS 


SOV. HILL NOMINATES A RAIL- 
ROAD COMMISSIONER. 
#X-SENATOR ARKELL NAMED FOR MR. 
O'DONNELL’S PLACE—A NEW DEAL 

SHREWDLY PLANNED. 

AuBaNny, March 2.—Gov. Hiil disturbed 
the Republican Senators to-day by tossing into 
their midst the nomination of ex-Senator James 
Arkell in place of Railroad Commissioner John 
O'Donnell, whose term expired Jan. 29, 1886. 
The Governor’s enmity to Mr. O’Donnell has 
heen & matter of public record ever since the 
eanipaign of 1885, when Mr. O’Donnell did all 
he knew how among the temperance voters to 
help elect Ira Davenport Governor. Mr. Arkell 
is a follower of the fortunes of the Platt-Morton 
syndicate, and on the faceof things it might seem 
as if the Governor, too, had entered into a 
“combine” with the Quarantine ring. If he has 
the Platt Senators will confirm any nomina- 
tions he may henceforth make in return for the 
protection he will afford the ring. In this view 


it becomes questionable whether any nomina- 
ion involving such a scandaious bargain is in 
the interest of the public, no matter who his Re- 
publican nominees may be. 

A year ago the Governor nominated Mr. Du- 
rant, a Republican, of this city,in Mr. 0’Don- 
pell’s place. Mr. Durant is a heavy shipper and 
has practical knowledge of railroad matters, 
which Mr. Arkell does not possess. Mr. Arkell 
is a paper bag manufacturer, of Canajoharie, 
and is, or was until recently, one of the princi- 
pal stockholders of the Saratoga, Mount McGreg- 
or and Lake George Railroad. It is no disparage- 
ment to Mr. Arkell to say that he possesses no 
special fitness for the office of Railroad Commis- 
sioner. The contrast between the qualifications 
of the Governor's two nominations for Mr. 
O’Donnell’s office arouses the suspicion ‘that a 

rear ago the Governor was actuated by a regard 

‘or the public service in appointing Mr. Durant, 
while this year he shows a greater concern for 
his own political fortunes. 

The first intimation that the Senate had of the 
impending nomination was when Senator Pierce, 
the nominal leader of the Democratic minority, 
get up avd gave notice that he should at some 

ature day move to suspend the rule requiring 
the Governor’s nominations to be sent to a 
standing committee, and peeevens them to be 
acted upon without being reported by the com- 
mittee, whenever a majority of the Senate 
so directs. The effect of suspending such 
a rule, as the Republican Senators realized, 
would be to allow the 12 Democratic Senators to 
unite with any five Republican Senators in con- 
firming a nomination within three minutes after 
it was announced to the Senate. The decks are 
new cleared for action. If the Governor has 
made a deal with the Quarantine crowd, or 
with any combination of Platt and Miller 
Senators who are interested in any 
Tailroad corporations of this State, the 

ublic will learn of that fact by watching the 
Riapeattion made of the nominations which will 
now be sent in from time to time by the Govern- 
or according to the statements of his Democratic 
friends. If the Miller Senators are left in the 
lurch they have only their own cowardice to 
blame for it. 

Senator Pierce received from the Governor the 
form of notice which he was to give. The Gov- 
ernor sent for him and told him to present it, but 
vouchsafed no explanation of its purpose, and 
like a loyal leader he obeyed orders without a 
question. The whole Senatorial circle began to 
buzz like bees. Nothing in Mr. Pierce’s whole 
career has attracted so much attention to him. 

While this was going on other and more inter- 
esting things were occurring right under the 
very eyes of the Senators, the most of which 
they saw not. The Hon. Hamilton Harris, who 
hasa finger somewhere in this pie, slipped into 
the Senate Chamber, then out again, and down 
to the Governor’s chamber. Editor John A. 
Sleicher of the Albany Evening Journal, was 
buttonholing three Platt Senators, Messrs. Ved- 
der, Raines,and Coggeshall, and urging them 
with all the force of his eloquent nature to 
confirm a certain nomination which he as- 
sured them would shortly be sent in. When 
he mentioned the name of their old associate, 
Senator Arkell, they saw the force of his argu- 
ments. Mr. Arkell is one of the chief proprietors 
of the Albany Evening Journal, and it is remem- 
bered now that the Journal has had a kindly 
feeling for Gov. Hill for so long a time that 
eertain recent acts of his have not been 
eriticised with that terrific energy 
which newspapers employ™ that aspire to 
the position of leaders of thougnt in the Re- 

“publican Party. In fact, Gov. Hill has not been 
called a ‘‘ demagogue” once since the plans were 
laid to secure his approval of Mr. Arkell asa 
Railroad Commissioner. This tenderness of 
treatment has not escaped the observation of 

liticians. The Governor has reciprocated this 
Secling and discharged all indebtedness by his 
course to-day. 

The Senate was about to adjourn when Col. 
Rice appeared with the blue envelope under his 
arm, containing, as everybody knew, nomina- 
tions of some sort. Lieut.-Gov. Jones, in or- 
der to cut off any motion to adjourn, announced 
thatthe Senate would go into executive session 
to consider the nomination of Notaries Public. 
Then Mr. Arkell’s name was announced. 

Senator Knapp, in whose district O’Donnell 
lives, jumped to his feet and moved the refer- 
ence of the nomination to the Railroad Commit- 
tee, of which he is a member. 

Senator Murphy, another champion of O’Don- 
nell, moved the reference of the nomination to 
the Finance Committee, of which he is a mem- 
ber, prefacing his motion with the blunt state- 
ment that never with his consent would John 
O’ Donnell be turned out of office for a Repub- 
lican. 

Senator Reilly, a Tammany man and a member 
of the Railroad Committee, assured Col. Murphy 
that this committee would be abundantly able 
to protect Mr. O’Donnell, and the nomination 
was referred without further discussion to the 
Railroad Committee. 

The Platt Senators assured everybody that 
they knew nothing about any arrangement to 
confirm the Governor’s nomination. That might 
be true enough, for they move like machines 
at Platt’s command, and he may not be ready 
to communicate to them his orders. The Miller 

nators sat like bumps on a log, just as they 

ave been sitting for over a year, breathing 
because they are alive, and it requires no 
special effort to use their lungs. When they 
finally roused themselves to go down to their 
meals they joined in the genera! chorus: ‘‘ What 
does it mean anyhow ?” 

The Railroad Committee, which will or will not, 
hangup the nomination as the case may be, 
comprises Senator Low, a Platt man; Senators 
Walker, Hoysradt, and Knapp, all of whom 
voted for Senator Miller, and three Democrats, 
Senators Nelson, preg & and Pierce. In the 
caucus held a year ago to consider the nomina- 


tion of a successor to Mr. O’Ronnell two 
members of this conmittee—Messrs. Walk- 
er, who is a cousin of Gov. Hill, 


by the way, and Hoysradt—opposed the proposi- 
tion to continue Mr. O’Donnell in office. Four 
other Republican Senators voted the same way. 
They were Messrs. Pitts, Hendricks, Connelly, 
and Kellogg. At the same caucus it was decided 
that no future nomination should be acted upon 
in open Senate until caucus action had first been 
taken. if that rule holds good to-day there will 
natutally follow a row should any Senators 
break it. 

Perhaps arow would be a good thing to give 
zest to the Senate’s duli pro¢eedings. Senator 
Knapp is already warming up for a fight, and he 
proposes to make it lively for anybody who ar- 
rays himself against his dear friend, Mr. O’Don- 
nell. One or two Senators have expressed them- 
selvesin favor of confirming Mr. Arkell. Sena- 
tor McMillan, of Buffalo, and Senator Pitts, of 


Rochester, are on this list, and the former 
has expressed the belief that it would 
be done. If it is done by any  assist- 


ance that these two gentlemen may render an 
exhibition of poorer hitherto unsuspected will 
‘pe afforded that will be pleasing to contemplate. 
No caucus has yet been called, so the Miller men 
will probably have another day in which to 
chew the cud of bitter reflection and to consider 
lost opportunities. Somebody has given Gov. 
Hill assurances that enough Republican votes 
will be secured to confirm Mr. Arkell. He evi- 
dently believes what has been told him, and now 
the little world of Albany is waiting to see 
whether the delivery will be made. 

There are not wanting observers around the 
Capitol who see in the movements of Mr.Htarris 
and Senators Pitts and McMillan a desire to se- 
cure a Railroad Commissioner that will be ac- 
ceptable to the railroad corporations of the 
State. A little paragraph in the Arkell Evening 
Journal to-night is pointed at as an indication 
of the bent of Goy. Hill’s mind. All that it 
said was that “the Hon. Chauncey M. 
Depew was yesterday the guest of Senator 
James Arkeli,and lastevening delivered alecture 
in Canajoharie. The hospitality of the host and 
the accomplishments of the brilliant guest 
finely matched each other. Mr. Harris and Mr. 
McMillan are both so fortunate as to be attor- 
neys of the great railroad company over which 
Mr. Depew presides, while Mr. Pitts is, or was 
until recently, an equally fortunate attorney. 

It may, after all, dawn upon the Governor 
that somebody has been fooling him. He has a 
free’ many valuable appointments in his gift.

The minority report of the committee to in- 
vestigate the recent strikes in New-York con- 
cludes as follows:

erfect the organization on the above basis the bet- 
er the results, both as to educational institutions 
and in the settlement of disputes. The value of 
the restraining influences of the organizatiqn 
were shown in the recent strike. Admonitions in 
regard to violence and intemperance were regarded. 
What 10 years ago would have degenerated intoa 
riot was conducted in gpeaceable and orderly man- 
ner. Exceptin afew isolated cases not a blaw was 
struck. Twenty thousand idle, men and 1,000 idle 
police on the river front, and the courts showing a 
Soe number of arrests for assault than the corre- 
sponding period of last year, speak well for the or- 
ganization. With regard to the proposed act ac- 
companying the majority report, while we do not 
recommend its passage, we do notoppose it. It can 
do no good, for itimposes no penalties for its viola- 
tion, and it may do no harm. Je would respectfully 
recommend the following legislation: 

First—Extension of the powers of the Board of Ar- 
bitration, as embodied in the Senate bill pow under 
consideration in the Assembly.

While the Assembly was being wrought up to 
fever heat by the Field Code the Senate plodded 
away methodically at its regular orders. Sen- 
ator Daly introduced Mayor Hewitt’s bill to 
wind up the affairs of the present Electrical Sub- 
way Commission, and to turn over to the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment and the Com- 
missioner of Public Works of New-York, the fur- 
ther prosecution of the work of putting the 
wires under ground. Senator Murphy introduced 
a bill making 10 hours a day’s work for all the 
operatives on street surface and elevated roads.

some of the bad results of last Winter’s session, 
and reported a biil to-day to repeal Charles J. 
O’Brien Smith’s Excise Mandamus act of 1886, 
Senator pet ge dhe bill to permit the teachers in 
the New-York public schools to organize a mut- 
ual benefit trust fund and co-operative insurance 
company was passed. 

Senator Commodore P. Vedder virtually with- 
drew his resolution for an inquiry into the con 
duct of Receiver H. M. Wendell, of the defunct 
Universal Life Insurance Company. The Re- 
ceiver, he says, means to make a final acconnt- 
ing under the supervision of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral within a fortnight. This remarkable step 
provoked Senator Cullen into a characteristic 
denunciation of insurance companies in general, 
and his thoughts were subsequently reduced to 
writing in the form of a resolution,directing the 
Insurance Committee to start out on a drag net 
life insurance investigation. The resolution was 
promptly laid on the table, the Senateeuphemism 
for the waste paper basket. 

A joint caucus of the Republican Senators and 
Assemblymen will be hela next Monday night to 
consider the Constitutional Convention, the Cap- 
itol Appropriation bill, and the License bill.

INDIANA MEMBERS EXCITED. 


HARD WORDS EXCHANGED IN THE GEN- 
ERAL ASSEMBLY. 

INDIANAPOLIS, March 2.—To-day the me- 
morial of the Republican members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly protesting against the election of 
Judge Turpie was presented and adopted. It is 
addressed to the United States Senate and is 
quite long. It recites all the facts connected with 
the organization of the Legislature, setting rorth 
the illegal character of the organization of the 


Senate, and claiming that a conspiracy was en- 
tered into to force a Democratic majority for the 
the purpose of electinga Senator. This was 
shown by the unseating of McDonald 
and the seating of Brannaman, and by the 
preparation of contests against several 
other Senators, so as to accomplish 
that purpose. After a full statement of the 
history, the memorial concludes ‘‘ your memo- 
rialists submit that the organization of the Sen- 
ate of the Fifty-fifth General Assembly of the 
State of Indiana in the manner hereinbefore set 
forth* was in violation of thelaw and revolution- 
ary; thatit was entered into for the purpose of en- 
abling the majority to unseat Republican Senators 
and seat in their places their Democratic com- 
petitors, for the sole purpose of preserving the 
alleged Democratic ee of,;two on joint bal- 
lot,and thereby securing the election of said 
David Turpie to the Senate of the United States.” 

During the vote on the memorial several ex- 
citing scenes occurred. Ex-Speaker Jewett de- 
clared it an infamous falséhood and libel. 
Representative [bach was somewhat feverish in 
his expressions and hotly exclaimed, referrin 
to the Republicans: ‘“‘ I look into the faces of 5 
cowards.” 

“You are‘a liar!’ shouted Representative Stub- 
blefield, starting up the aisle with his small stat- 
ure lengthening an inch or two in his wrath, his 
eyes flashing, and his tedones hesitating be- 
tween attacking the indiscreet representative 
with his fist or a spittoon. ‘“* Had he said another 
word,” said Representative Stubblefield after. 
ward, “a spittoon would have been hurled at 
his head. No one can call Republicans cowards 
as long as I have strength to resent it.” 

In the afternoon Representative Ibach apolo- 
gized for his heated expression regarding Re- 
publican courage, and his colleague did his 
share toward restoring good feeling vy saying, 
“T accept the apology and also beg pardon,” 
The memorial was adopted and within an 
hour was on its way to Washington. 

This afternoon Speaker Sayre signed the Sol- 
diers’ Monument bill, and it was also signed by 
“Robert 8. Robert8on, Lieutenant-Governor,” 
and in that shape it was taken to the 
Governor by a committee of the House. 

t is a Senate bill, but was enrolled 
and signed thus in the House. Gov. 
Gray said he had determined what to do with it, 
but did not aor what his course would be. Itis 
thought he will send it to Green Smith to have 
him sign and then A ge it. Itis probable that 





he will adopt this course with all such 
bills.

It is said to-night that the plan is for the regu- 
lar session to expire by constitutional limita- 
tion, and then Green Smith is to have a Fed- 
eral appointment, and after a special election 
for a successor in his district the Gov- 
ernor will call: a special session, when the 
Lieutenant-Governor will take his seat. There 
is some talk of a sine die adjournment of the 
Senate to-morrow, 80 as to allow the Governor 
to appoint Turpie as Senator after the 4th mst., 
but not inuch stock is taken in that. 





OBITUARY. 


ALONZO RICHMOND. 

Alonzo Richmond one of Buftalo’s fore- 
most citizens died yesterday, after a short ill- 
ness. Death was caused by an ulcer in the 
stomach. Mr. Richmond was a bachelor -and a 
first cousin of Dean Richmond. He was born in 
Syracuse, Dec. 4,1821. Atthat time the pres- 
ent First Ward of Syracuse was called the village 
of Saline. Anson Richmond, his father, was en- 


gaged in the flourishing salt industry, together 
with the milling and sale of flours. Alonzo at 
the age of 35 left Syracuse and went to Chicago 
in the interest of his brother, Jewett M. Rich- 
mond, who hadalso embarkedin the flour and 
salt commission trade. After two years the salt 
interest of Syracuse consolidated and Alonzo 
was appointed agentin Chicago. He remained 
there until 1864, when he went to Buffalo to be- 
come a partner with the commission and elevat- 
ing firmof J. M. Richmond & Co. He retired 
four or five years ago with a competency. He 
continued, however, to write and talk for the 
commercial interests of Buffalo, and there was 
no stancher advocate of the Erie Canal than he. 
He never married. He held no public office ex- 
cept that of President of the Board of Trade in 
1877, and Director in the Erie County Savings 
Bank. He was a Democrat. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 
The death is announced by cable of Pierre 
Eugéne Grangé, the French playwright, 
Chief-Justice Morrison, of the California Su- 
preme Court, died in San Francisco yesterday morn- 
ing. 
George E. Baker, formerly Controller of the 
city of Washington, died yesterday of pneumonia 
at his apartments in the Allston, in thiscity. He 


was born at Dedham, Mass., 71 yearsago. Whena 

oung man he moved to Williamsburg, from which 

6 was afterward sent to the State Legislature. He 
was the chief supporter of the bill under which that 
city was united to Brooklyn. After retiring from 
the Legidlature he became Deputy Olerk of the 
Court of Appeals. He was a friend and admirer of 
William H.Seward, who took him to Washington in 
1861, and appoimted him disbursing officer of the 
State Department, in which position he served until 
some time after Mr. Seward’s retirement, when he 
became Controller of the city of Washington. While 
disbursing officer Mr. Baker also acted as corre- 
spondent of a New-York pee. He collected writ- 
ings of Mr. Seward, which were published under his 
direction. Five years ago he retired and came to this 
city. Heleaves a wife and a son and daughter. His 
son, George F. Baker, is President of the First Na- 
tional Bank. The funeral will be held in Washing- 
ton.

AMUSEMENTS. 


THE ORATORIO SOCIETY. 

The ancient saying that reads ‘‘ Res severa 
maximum gaudium” is wholly applicable to 
Liszt’s oratorio of “ Christus,” which was ren- 
derei for the first timein this country by the 
Oratorio Society of New-York, at the Metro- 
politan Opera House, yesterday afternoon. It 
is a very novel and original work, and, consid- 
ered from the composer’s standpoint, a very 
beautiful and eloquent achievement; at the 
same time it appeals with its fullest force only 
to those listeners who, in addition to recogniz- 


ing the truth of the old-time declaration already 
quoted, are able to place themselves in complete 
sympathy with the devotional spirit and music- 
al doctrines of the dead abbé. The readers that 
desire to acquaint themselves thoroughly with 
the story of the production of “ Christus,” with 
the growth of the composer’s purpose, with the 
lan of the work, with the incidents that attended 
ts earliest performance, and with the circum- 
stances ‘attending its slow advance into some- 
what limited popularity, can do no better than 
turn to Richard Pohl’s book of essays on Liszt, 
wherein all the facts concerning the oratorio are 
set forth a trifle diffusely, but with great keen- 
ness of perception and minuteness. Commenta- 
ries of this sort are abundant in Germany, where 
both readers and writers enjoy exceptional op- 
portunities for investigation; if time is unfortu- 
nately lacking for equally thorough research by 
English-speaking critics and commentators, the 
best service that can be rendered the curious in 
such matters is to point out to them the well- 
spring of knowledgeat which they may slake their 
thirst. For the enlightenment of those persons 
who do not care to refer to Pohl, however, it 
may be briefly mentioned, among other things, 
that ‘ Christus,” though bearing the title of an 
oratorio, is wholly unlike the works generally 
considered as belonging to that order of 
composition. Pohl escribes ‘‘ Christus” as 
“an artistic compilation of the Catholic cult, 
as grouped in the pet oes episodes in the narra- 
tive of the life and sufferings of Christ, or based 
on the fundamental articles of faith;” a clearer 
definition of Liszt’s achievement can scarcely be 
offered. Thereis no attempt at personitication 
in the work; twice only is Christ made to speak 
through a solo voice—once in the ineident of the 
storm at sea and once again in the scene in the 
garden of Gethsemane. Almost throughout the 
so-called oratorio the text and music, save in re- 
spect of the descriptive instrumental inter- 
mezzos, are of a devotional and reflective char- 
acter, the solo passages even being few and far 
between, and forming but laconic interruptions 
to divisions for the vocal quartet and to concerted 
numbers. A composition of this nature, pro- 
foundly reverent in thought, curiously imbued 
with a mystical mediwval feeling,and shaped into 
aperfect organic whole, is not, aS may be in- 
ferred, to be adequately depicted within the 
limits of a _ hurrie notice. Moreover, 
complete appreciation of ‘ Christus” and kin- 
dred efforts is largely a question of sentiment, 
and not likely to be brought about through ever 
so lavish a use of cold type. To the lay spec- 
tator, so to put it, ‘“‘ Christus” is most impressive 
through the simple melodiousness and the har- 
monic richness of parts of the composer's score. 
Of the far-fetched and violent music of which so 
much is found in Liszt’s symphonic poems, there 
isno trace in this; few numbers are distin- 
guished by what would be termed a wéalth of 
melody in the sense of the word as used in con- 
nection with Handel, Haydn, or Mendelssohn, 
but a stream of graceful themes, exquisitely 
harmonized, and now and then so treated as to 
attain to a fine climactic effect, flows on almost 
continuously. Among the most striking divis- 
ions are to be cited the instrumental interludes 
illustrating “The Shepherds at the Manger” 
and “The Adoration of the Magi,” a vivid bit of 
programme music for orchestra, baritone solo, 
and male chorus, describing “the storm at 
sea,” ‘‘ the beatitudes,” in which the effect of 
the antiphonal singing is very powerful, 
and a lovely ‘Easter Chorus.” The in- 
terpretation of ‘“‘ Christus” yesterday claims the 
highest praise. Herr Alvary, Mr. Heinrich, Miss 
Earle, and Miss Clapper were all most efficient, 
and the music allotted to the baritone being ex- 
cellently suited to Mr. Heinrich’s voice and style, 
that artist was literally at his best. The chorus 
of the Oratorio Society, too, is entitled to hearty 
commendation; it has never done its work more 
sympathetically, tastefully, and accurately. The 
band, as may be inferred, was also quite equal 
to what was a relatively easy task to the regular 
orchestra of the Metropolitan. Mr. Damrosch 
condacted the performance with skill and some- 
what uncommon authority; his leadership, in- 
deed, was a fit culmination of the laudable intel- 
ligence, skill, and industry that must have pre- 
ceded the outcome of the society’s resolve to 
bring forth so important and difficult a composi- 
tion. The audience, it only remains to be added, 
was large, and its sustained attention was only 
relaxed when, as was frequently the case, an 
impressive passage elicited applause. 


THE BOSTON ORCHESTRA. 

The second of the series of three concerts 
of the Boston Symphony Orchestra took place 
last evening at Steinway Hall, and proved, like 
the first entertainment, a very welcome addition 
to the season’s outpour of musical refreshment. 
The audience last night was of more generous 
proportions and more brilliant appearance than 
that which attended the first concert. The faces 
of many members of local musical organizations 
and of persons prominent in the conduct 
of musical affairs in this city were dis- 
eernible in the audience. It was plain 
that New-York had decided to disregara 
the spontaneous public applause which followed 
the initial appearance here of the Boston play- 
ers, and to take the advice so wisely and gravely 


set forth in Plato’s “‘ Kriton” about appealing to 
professional experts in matters ‘ caviare to the 
general.” If any professional expert. entering 
Steinway Hall last evening, was moved to 
murmur, “What went ye out for to see?’ he 
haa his answer. The concert was a source 
of unimpaired —_ to every lover of 
music. It would € easy to assume an 
air of superior wisdom y pointing out 
microscopic flaws, but it is more generous and 
more truthtul to say that from maeening. to end 
last night’s performance was superb. The pro- 
gramme was one of rare attractiveness. The 
orchestral numbers were Cherubini’s ‘“‘ Anac- 
reon”’ overture, Brahm’s D major symphony, 
Liszt’s “‘ Hungarian Rhapsody, No. 1,” and the 
overture to “ Tannhiuser.” Fraulein Lilli Leh- 
mann was the soloist and she sang “ Ocean, 
thou mighty monster,” from Weber’s ‘“ Ober- 
on,” and ~Schubert’s ‘Die Allmacht.” 
Naturally, the most important work of 
the evening was the symphony. This work 
is not unknown to local audiences. Its 
disjointedness in some parts and apparent un- 
certainty of design cannot be hidden by the best 
of rendering; but it possesses much melodic 
beauty and the instrumentation is rich and in- 
enious. The reading of the work by Mr. Will- 
am Gericke, the conductor, was simply beyond 
criticism. It was fullof a broad, appreciative 
intelligence, and the manly sentiment of a 
thorough musician. The pena be of the 
work by the band was delightful. The wood 
and brass of the orchestra showed to better 
advantage than they did at the first concert, 
while the splendid virility of the strings was 
quite as prominent as before. The strings of 
this band have in the highest degree of perfec- 
tion that singing quality which every conductor 
seeks, and added to this they are full of magnifi- 
cent boldness and certainty in attack, and the 
players have a crisp, clean-cut, masculine style 
which is irresistible. Light and shade, the secret 
of lesser advances and retrogressions of tempo, a 
touch here and an accent there—in these 
things the Boston Orchestra 18 easily superior 
to any band we have here. I[t was for 
these reasons that the audience was fairly car- 
ried away last night by the performance of the 
Liszt rhapsody and the Wagner overture. The 
rendering of the former was so perfect in its 
precision and unanimity that the hearer realized 
what Berlioz meant by “playing on the or- 
chestra.” It was asif the band were one grand 
instrument on which the conductor, as a soloist, 
performed. The Wagner music was chiefly 
effective through the noble breadth of its hand- 
ling and a careful elaboration of the crescendi 
and diminuendi. Friiulein Lehmann was not in 
the best possible voice. Her season’s work 
has naturally wearied her somewhat, but she 
sang with fine vigor, tempered by the judgment 
of an artist. Her treatment of the opening part 
of the Weber music was broad and thoughtful, 
and she gavethe finale with brilliant energy. 
She was admirably supported by the band, which 
layed the accompaniment so well as to make 
tan unusually important part of the perform- 
ance. Friulein Lehmann sang the Schubert 
song With charming sentiment. Altogether, last 
evening’s concert may be fairly set down as one 
of the happiest features of an active musical 
season,

THE AMERICAN OPERA. 

It is questionable if in any opera house, 
the world over, a perfect performance of ‘The 
Huguenots” is nowadays to be witnessed. Noth- 
ing of the sort can be seen at the Grand Opéra 
in Paris, where, of course, the Meyerbeerian 
traditions are preserved with mostreverence, and 
when the master’s work is occasionally given, 
with a passable cast,in an [talian playhouse, 
one need not look for anything like the requisite 
attention to scenic attire and details. Hence no 


one will be surprised to learn that there were 
blemishes in the rendering of ‘‘The Huguenots” 
supplied by the National Opera Company last 


night at the Metropolitan. There were, 
however, some very good points in the 
performance.

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HERKOMER ON ARTIN AMERICA 


From the Pail Mall Gazette, Feb. 14. 

Prof. Herkomer, lecturing at Toynbee 
Hall on Saturday evening, told how his father 
feeling Germany too tight for him, emigrated in 
1851 to America, his son (the lecturer) being at 
that time two years old; how in those days “it 
was not a respectable thing to go to America,” 
and how liable emigrants were then to be bullied 
and threatened on their arrival by ruffians levy- 
ing blackmail. An interesting description was 
next given of the Western world as it was prior 


to the great war. Prof. Herkomer’s father was 
a wood Carver, but all the work there was to do 
was, for an artist, of a degrading kind—figure- 
heads for ships, for instance, and huge brackets 
for houses, and the German artist in wood had 
to fret himself with such occupation for six 
years. He and his brother afterward tried 
stone carving and portrait painting; they tried 





everything excepting. fortunately, politics. 
Out West was not then fit environ- 
ment for an _ artist. A word picture 


was drawn of the Yankee of the day—a man tall 
and thin, sitting on a fence and whittling astick, 
but the nasal twang and the chewing and spit- 
ting were not referred to. Comfort was un- 
known; the houses were ill protected against 
the elements; everybody had to rough it. 
“* About four years ago,” said the Professor, ‘“‘we 
went to America as ‘swells,’ not as emigrants. 
Nees pa and cheers.] My work had given me 
onor and position. @ saw the change, and it 
was great. We had studied art; my father had 
progressed with me. All that had brought to us 
new life; we had gained comforts, and all this 
American change came to me very strangely. 
We found in America what we had not 
found in the old country, and that was 
the intellectual interpretation of the 
old examples. They started only 10 or 12 
years ago, and they started in the right 
direction. The great civil war in America, ter- 
rible as it was, was not too long. It needed 
some great burst, and until that came there was 
no understanding. Someone had to be master, 
and now those who had fought were brothers 
again.” In this visit the Herkomers found much 
to interest them. They had made a hobby of 
architecture, and they found that a new school 
of architecture, under the guiding genius of 
Richardson, the architect of Trinity Church, 
Boston, was risingin America. Richardson was 
a Southerner who had studied at Paris and went 
back to America and did great things, showing 
the bolaness of his conception by utilizing the 
great round arch. America has begun her art 
career with architecture, and in Prof. Herko- 
mer’s opinion this was quite right, architecture 


being the beginning of all art. Art, 
however, in the sense of painting, has 
not yet much hold in America. But 


the best work done lately in all the art schools 
of Europe has been done by American students. 
““ We have an American painter who has brought 
&@ strange style into our academy. Bx a remark- 
able accident his picture was hung in a conspicu- 
ous place. It was like a fresh breeze coming 
into the academy. Some were frighted at it; 
but most of us welcomed it.” At the same time, 
Prof. Herkomer said in conclusion, no painter in 
America, or very few of them, are happy in 
America. It will take along time for art to be- 
come a real thing there. Painters who go there 
find that art transplanted dies out, or ifany keep 
it alive in some sort they have to come perpetual- 
ly to Europe to nourish it.

WEST-BOUND RATES. 
CuicaGco, March 2.+The strong efforts 
made by the Rock Island and Chieago and 
Northwestern to stop the serious demorali- 
zation in the west-bound freight rates be- 


tween Chicago and St. Paul and Minneapolis 
have resulted in an agreement to maintain 
the regular tariff rates until Aprill. There is 
little ees thatthe agreement *will be ob- 
served longer than a few days. Itis stated that 
two or three of the new lines haye contracted 
for a large amount of freight, to be carriea 
between now and April l, at low rates. Espe- 
cially large contracts are said to have been made 
with New-York parties. It is claimed that 
no notice will be taken of these contracts, 
as the roads making them will have to 
report the business to the pool at full tariff rates, 
and consequently the roads which maintain 
tariff rates and run behind their allotted per- 
centage will be set all right when balances are 
finally evened up. 

The percentages awardedfa short time ago by 
Commissioner Faithorn having proved unsatis- 
factory to several of the roads, they were, 
upon appeal, submitted to new  arbitra- 
tion, and C. H. ie = a and J. H. Hyland 
were elected arbitrators. The award 
made by them has just been promulgated, and it 
is even more unsatisfactory than the one made 
by Commissioner Faithorn, as the small lines, 
the percentages of which have «been cut 
down for the benefit of the larger lines, are 
now the kickers, and the indications are that 
they will never consent to have the balance 
evened up under this award. The new per- 
centages are as follows:

ABBETT’S HOPES BALKED 


8UFUS BLODGETT ELECTED 
NEW-JERSEY’S SENATOR. 

TRIRTY-SEVEN REPUBLICANS AND FOUR 
DEMOCRATS COMBINING -—- STRANGE 
AND DISGRACEFUL SCENES, 

Trenton, N. J., March 2.—The Repub- 
ficans compassed the defeat of Leon Abbett for 
United States Senator soon after 5 o’clock this 
afternoon. Thirty-seven of them agreed to vote 
for Rufus Blodgett, and Speaker Baird, with As- 
semblymen Kinney and Throckmorton and Sen- 
ator Chattle, all of the Democratic Party, agreed 
to do the same thing. Forty-one were suflicient 
to elect, and as these men kept their word 
Blodgett was chosen. 

The new Senator is the Superintendent of the 
New-York and Long Branch Railroad Company. 
He was bornin Dorchester, N. H., Nov. 9, 1834. 
He is an ex-memberof Assembly from Ocean 
7 County, where he belongs, in 1878, 1879, and 
: 1880, and was Chairman of the State Executive 
Committee, under whose management Abbett 
was elected Governor. He has been a life-long 
Democrat. He has stooping shoulders, a clean- 
tut, strongly marked face, and a close cut mus- 
tache of a reddish brown color, streaked with 
gray. His countenance is always impassive. He 
was the last man in the world whom Abbett 
cared to see win the fight. They are bitter per- 
“4 sonal enemies. They have wrangled for offices 
in the past, and Blodgett has always come out 
4 as the under dog. Last Fall Blodgett wanted 


i the Democratic nomination tor Governor, and he 
secured a large number of delegates. Abbett 
made Allen McDermott Chairman of the conven- 
tion for the express purpose of downing Blod- 
gett, and McDermott did his master’s bidding with 
a boldness that astonished his most intimate 
friends. The Blodgett delegates were sat down 
upon as roughly as if they were Republican in- 
truders, and McDermott declared that Green 
had been nominated, although everybody in the 
convention knew he had not. The nomination 
and election of Green was designed by the cun- 
ning Abbett to further his plans for the United 
‘ States Senatorship. Blodgett swore he should 
never be Senator. He little dreamed that he him- 
self would be. After the convention he gave the 
é Republicans material assistance in their efforts 
Bit to carry the Legislature. He spent much time 
Ne aud money, and his work was very eifectual. 
RY It was not decided by the Republicaus to help 
2 him to the Senatorial seat until to-day. They 
first made'one more desperate effort to elect a 
Republican. Atnoon when the jot assembly 
met they found they could muster 40 votes for 
: William Walter Phelps, and in the hope of secur- 
i ing one more they procured a recess until 4 
o’clock. They had represented to the Demo- 
cratic bolters that if they failed of suf- 
ficient strength for Phelps they would 
vote for any man the bolters would agree 
upon. Throckmorton moved that the recess 
be taken. The Abbett men opposed the motion, 
tearing mischief, but, being utterly unable to di- 
vine its nature, they wanted to know why the 
recess was asked for. ‘Throckmorton replied 
A: thatit was his intention to vote for a Democrat, 
3 arespectable and honorable one, and a confer- 
ence was about to be held which might result in 
the selection of suchaman. The Abbett men 
now guessed what the Republicans were at and 
entered “ solemn protests” against the preceed- 
ing, which they held to be irregular and unlaw- 
ful, because it was customary to take a ballot at 
noon. Their demurring was in vain. Forty- 
three members voted in favor of a recess and it 
it was taken. 
a At 4 o’clock the joint assembly reconvened. 
; Even at that late moment the Republicans did 
not know whom they were going to vote for. 
They had their 40 votes for Phelps yet and were 
doing their utmost to secure that of Carroll, the 
Labor man. It is said they held out tempt- 
ing inducements to him, put he would not 
consent to act with them. The Republicans 
and some of the Democratic bolters had an 
y understanding that they should vote as did 
Ackerman, the first manontherollcall. Heis 
a a Republican. At 4:05 o’clock a well known 
g politician bent over Mr. Ackerman’s desk and 
s whispered in his ear. He told Ackerman that 
ee Carroll could not be secured and that the party 
& wanted him to vote for Blodgett. The floor of 
Be the chamber and the galleries were thronged. 
The leading politicians of both parties were 
; resent. Abbett was with Gov. Green in the 
eS ecutive Chamber and Gen. Sewell was in Con- 
oa troller Anderson's oftice. 

Ackerman voted for Blodgett. No man’s vote 
Was ever awaited with greater interest in this 
a Capitol. Had he voted for a Republican the Re- 
publicans would have gone wild with joy in the 
tS knowledge that Sewell was to be succeeded by 
one of their party. Asit was they were moder- 
ately joyful, knowing that Abbett, their arch 
cs enemy in New-Jersey, was doomed. All the Re- 

“3 publicans, except Letts and Dickinson, who 
supported Sewell, voted for Blodgett, as did also 
Speaker Baird, Senator Chattle, and Assembly- 
man Throckmorton. This gave him a total of 
39. Senator Chase and Labor Assemblyman 
Carroll voted for Abbett, giving hima total of 
38. Donohue, the other Labor man, voted for 
Erastus Potter, the candidate of his ‘party, and 
Kinney voted again for Tom Kays. The result 
of the ballot then was: Blodgett,39; Abbett, 
38; Sewell, 2; Potter, 1; Kays, 1. 

Before casting his vote Carroll said he had 
been pledged to no one for Senator when he was 
elected, and as the contest had narrowed itself 
down to a railroad and an anti-railroad man he 
believed he would serve his constituents best by 
supporting the anti-railroad man. His speech 
was greeted with deafening cheers by the Ab- 
bett men. Some of them saw Garrett A. 
Hobart, Chairman of the Republican State 
Central Coramittes, and William Bettle of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, sitting near Carroll. 
They imagined that these men were attempting 
to influence Carroll and they set up a howl that 
could be heard a block away. Hobartand Bettle 
remained in their seats, smiling at the anger of 
the Abbett men. The confusion was growing 
great and it was increased by an altercation on 
the floor between Terry McDonald, the Sergeant- 
at-Arms, and a Democratic Jersey City politician 
named McCarthy. Terry and two assistants 
** pounced” the man, though not without trouble. 

A second ballot was decided upon, when an up- 
roar arose in one of the cloak rooms to the left 
of the President’s chair. Congressman Nelson 
Pidcock and Jack Laird, of the Democratic State 
Central Commitice, were in the room. Pidcock 
is one of Abbett’s lieutenants and Laird isan 
anti-Abbett man. Pidcock was very much ex- 
cited and he threatened to mash Laird’s nose. 
He used profanity that could be heard in the 

chamber. He charged that Laird was trying to 
influence Kinney to vote for Blodgett. Laird re- 
torted that he (Pidcock) was trying to influence 
him to vote tor Abbett. With acurse Pidcock 
shouted, “I'll break every bone in your body.” 
His face was paie, both his fists were clinched, 
and his heavy frame shook with anger. Laird 
was tantalizingly cool and collected. Assembly- 
man McLaughiin rushed into the cloak room and 
also swore and fumed, but neither offered to lay 
a band on Laird. 

Amid great excivement the second ballot was 
called for and taken. All the Republicans ex- 
oe. Letts and Dickinson, whe supported Sew- 
ell, voted for Blodgett. So did also Speaker 
Baird, Senator Chattle, and Assemblyman Kin- 
ney. If Laird had talked to the latter as Pidcock 
charged, his talk had evidently not been thrown 
away. Blodgett now had 40 votes, and Dick- 
inson and Senotor Chase changed theirs in 
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favor of Blodgett, giving the latter 42 and 
making him Gen. Sewell’s successor in the 
United States Senate. Mr. Letts, who is a 


Hudson County Republican, refused to vote for 
Blodgett on the ground thatif it was demanded 
of him to vote for any Democrat he would vote 
for one from his own county and he did by vot- 
Ing for Abbett. Donohue had again voted for 
Erastus Potter, so that the ballot stood 41 for 
Blodgett, 39 for Abbett, and 1 for Potter. 

The Democrats scarcely knew how to move. 
They saw that Blodgett was elected, yet they 
hoped to avert the catastrophe before the result 
of the ballot and his election were officially de- 
clared. Ailen McDermott had rushed into the 
thamber with a proposition trom Abbett to turn 
his men over to Sewell, and they, hearing of it, 
began to demand the right to change their votes 
vefore the result was announced. The Republie- 
pn leaders on the floor heard what McDermott 
padtosay. They refused totake his word and 
jold him it was too late. A dozen times at 
least President Fish undertook to announce 
the result of the ballot, and as many times was 
he interrupted by Democrats, who made speeches 
tlenouncing the bolters of their party. This they 
were allowed to do, or, rather, managed to do 
under their privilege to change their votes and 
explain them. In a moment they were informed 
that the Republicans did not care for Sewell 
votes then, and they all changed back again. 
Their demoralization was complete, and the 
more they floundered the angrier they grew. 

Speaker Baird’s joy over the downfall of 
Abbett was uncontrollable. He shared the plat- 
form with President Fish and, in that con- 
spicuous place danced around clapping his 
hands, laughing like a hysterical woman, and 
tossing whatever articles he could pick up off 
the Chairman’s desk up into the air. Sight of 
him maddened the Democrats. Heppenheimer, 
who is said to be a law partner of Abbett, hurled 
a big law book at his head. It went wide of its 
mark and fellon the thick carpet behind him. 
McDermitt, of Essex, who had called the Demo- 
cratic bolters thieves, shook his fist in the 
Bpeaker’s face and declared he would rue the 

day. Beckwith called tke Speaker a_black- 
hearted villain, a traitor, anda scoundrel. The 
Speaker yelled in exultation. Considering that 
men’s passions were arovsed and it was dan- 
gerous for him to act so, it was an exhibition of 
pluck not without admirable features. He had 
got even with enemies and would not conceal the 
pleasure that the trimuph gave him. 

Several times before Blodgett’s election was 
deciared, McLaughlin, of Hudson, threatened to 
drag President Fish from the chair. He charged, 
what was not at all true, that the Président was 
applying the gag law. McLaughlin is a man of 
uncontrollable temper, and it was feared he 
would make trouble. "“I’lithrow you out into 
the street?” he exclaimed once, with an oath. 
addressing the President. The latter, who looks 
as frail as a reed but whose physical courage has 
been testeh and not tound wanting, eyed the 
Strapping Hudson County man and said: 

“McLaughlin, I am no more afraid of 
than Tam of a baby an hour old. 
er Pll have you taken to it.”

and shouting, but the President had too much to 
attend to to bother longer with him. 

The remarkable scene was brought to a close 
with a brief harangue by Senator Edwards, 
who said that he had a message from Leon 
Abbett. It was his thanks to the loyal Demo- 
crats who had stood by him. If Rufus Blodgett 
were elected all was well. The poorest or the 
worst Democrat was infinitely better than the 
best Republican. The joint meeting then arose. 


Rep Bank, N. J., March 2,—The reception 
of the news of the election of Rufus Blodgett as 
United States Senator was received with great 
enthusiasm by the Democrats. Mr. Blodgett was 
formerly editor of the Ocean County Democrat, 
and lives at Long Branch. He was, to say the 
least, astounded at the news of his election. It 
will make a bad break in Democratic ranks in 
Monmouth County, especially among the leaders, 
most of whom were adherents of Abbett, Can-

Jurgen C. Struve is a wholesale wine 
merchant doing business at 20 First-av- 
enue, is 38 years old, and weighs about 160 
pounds. He is the third husband of his wife, 
Annie, wno is of the same age and weighs over 
200 pounds. Mrs. Struve, who is a sister of Cor- 


oner Eidman, richly dressed and ornamented 
with diamonds, was the complainant against 
Mr. Struve yesterday in the Essex Market Police 
Court. She was represented by Lawyer Botty, 
and Charles Steckler appeared in defense of her 
husband. Mrs. Struve told Judge O'Reilly that 
her husband entered the living rooms of their 
house Sunday evening and, without any prov- 
ocation, caught her by the wrist with one hand 
and by the throat with the other and held her 
over the washtubs until she was almost choked, 
When he finally released her, her throat was 
black and blue and much swollen. The servant 
giri and her nephew, attracted by her screams, 
entered the room. The servant swore that Mr. 
Struve held his wife over the tub for half an 
hour. 

“Half an hour!” said Mr. Steckler incredu- 
lously, taking out his watch. ‘‘I want you to 
begin now, and when the time has elapsed dur- 
ing which, as dng think, Mr. Struve was choking 
his wife, tell the Judge.” 

At the expiration of 40 seconds the witness 
said, ‘* That’s about it.” 

The nephew said that when he interfered to 
protect his aunt Struve struck him. 

In his own defense Struve said that he went 
up stairs to get his supper Sunday evening, and 
Mrs. Struve slapped him smartly in the face. 
Then he seized her by the wrists and told her 
that she must promise not to strike him again. 
This she refused to do for some time, and he held 
on. Whilehe was doing so the nephew came 
into the room and told him to let go, but he re- 
plied that he would not until she promised not 
to strike him. She finally made the promise, 
and he released her. 

“Are you not a professional wife beater?” 
Mr. Botty asked. 

Struve clenched his fists, and facing Judge 
O’Reilly, asked: “Your Honor, can I answer 
that question in the way I want to?” 

* Auswer the question !” was the sententious 
reply of the Judge, and Mr. Struve said that he 
had never struck his wife, but that she, on the 
contrary, had often hit him. He was heldin 
$300 bail for trial in General Sessions. 








IDLE IN STATE PRISON. 


SEVEN HUNDRED CONVICTS BEGGING FOR 
SOMETHING TO DO. 


Warden Brush, of Sing Sing Prison, has 
returned from Albany, where he had beén to see 
about setting the 700 men he now has in idleness 


on his hands to work at something. He says it is 


not probable that the State will purchase the 


plant of the outgoing stove contractors, for the 
reason that they will only sell the machinery and 
not a pattern. 


It would take atleast a year to 
make the necessary patterns, and, meanwhile, 


the convicts would have to remain in idleness. 
He thinks the foundries will be made use of in 


the manufacture of hollow ware or stove furni- 


ture, such as pots, kettles, &c. They have thus 


far utilized about 100 of the men by distributing 
them about in various places to work at odds 


and ends and chores. The shoe contractors, 


who now employ 300 men, may take some more, 
Their contract does not expire until next Au- 


gust. 
Ex-Alderman O’Neil went to work in the cut- 


ting department of the shoe contract yesterday 
morning. Healready knows his trade thoroughly, 


and the contractors expect to find in him a very 


useful man. He seems willing to work and obey 
directions, and will, no dcubt, do as his brother 
Aldermen have done—accept the situation and 


make the best of it. Ferdinand Ward, who was 
one of the 700 who stopped work at the expira- 
tion of the contract of Perry & Co., was yester- 
day morning put to workin the stock snop of 
the Bay State Shoe and Leather Company. Dr. 
Hiram Barber, the prison doctor, says that at 
least 50 of the men who are locked up with 
nothing to do have begged to be set to work at 
something; anything except being locked up all 
day. Warden Brush yesterday showed the re- 
porter a letter, addressed to Jaehne, which 
Chaplain Edgerton intercepted before it 
could reach the ex-Alderman. The letter was 
signed “‘ Dyvamite,” was dated Feb. 2, and 
threatened that the prison would be blown up 
and the convicts released before March 1. 
——— rn 


STRIKES AND BOYCOTTS. 

A week ago Monday 50 men employed as 
engravers by the Photo-Engraving Company, 67 
Park-place, struck for an increase of wages, and 
demanded also that none but members of the Pho- 
to-Engravers’ Union should be employed by the 
company. Thecompany filled the strikers’ vacant 
places with non-union men, and in two days was 


able to go ahead with its work. Yesterday morn- 
ing the strikers appeared at the office of the 
company and asked to be taken back on the old 
terms. Only 12 of them were received after 
promising to resign their membership in the 
union. The places of the others had been filled 
by equally capable men who did not ask as much 
wages as the strikers formerly had. 

The coopers of Coopers’ Union No. 2 that went 
out with the coal and freight handlers have re- 
turned to work,but those belonging to the Emerald 
Labor Club, who struck because Messrs. Jones & 
Co., refused to take back their old hands, are 
still out. The Barrel Dealers’ Association of 
New-York, Brooklyn, Jersey City, Newark, and 
Paterson, N. J., held a meeting and passed a res- 
olution iudorsing the position taken by Jones & 
Co. They also heartily approved of the position 
taken by M. & E. Connelly, Paul Weidmann, and 
8. Ellis Briggs in their emphatic indorsement of 
Jones & Co. 

The boycott on the pool brewers by the liquor 
dealers is dragging along rather slowly. Several 
members of the boycotters’ association say that 
they bad many accessions to their ranks yes- 
terday; but Secretary Seifert, of the Brewers’ 
Association, said that the boycott did not seem 
to alarm the brewers to any extent. 

The Paterson silk weavers decided some time 
ago to strike March 1 for a new schedule and for 
an agreement that only Knights of Labor should 
be employed in the mills. The dyers struck first 
with the expectation of getting their demands 
before the weavers tried their hand, but the 
manufacturers displayed such unexpected firm- 
ness that the weavers decided last Tuesday night 
not to strike. District Assembly No. 100 of the 
Knights of Labor has taken charge of the 
weavers’ strike, but the employers will not treat 
with the Knights of Labor as a body, and the 
weavers are looking forward to an indefinite 
period of inaction.

Charles Howard Montague, of Boston, the 
author of the first newspaper exposure of Wash- 
ington Irving Bishop, the so-called mind reader, 
has been stung to the quick by the repeated as- 
sertions that he is one of the unscrupulous men 
who are seeking to gain notoriety at the expense 
of the clever Bishop, and is coming to this city 
toshow those interested in the matter that the 

exposures are the truth.

NOT PROVED 


CHIEF MCABE ORDERED 10 BE 
REINSTATED. 
THE SUPREME COURT HOLDING THAT A 
SINGLE ERROR OF JUDGMENT DOES 
NOT SHOW GENERAL UNFITNESS. 


The Supreme Court, General Term, ren- 
dered its decision yesterday restoring John B. 
McCabe to the position of Second Assistant 
Chief of the Fire Department. Chief McCabe 
sent out the unusual alarm known as the ‘‘three 
sixes” for a fire in Harlem on July 5 last. This 
had the effect of summoning to the fire all the 
force of the department on Manhattan Island 
north of Fourteenth-street, except two com- 
panies and the section of a double company. 
He was dismissed from the position July 21 by 
the votes of Fire Commissioners Purroy and 
Smith. They justified their action by finding 


that the fire was not extraordinary in its size, 
and that his summons left the city between 
Fourteenth and One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
streets utterly unprotected from the ravages of 
fire at a time, on account of the celebration of 
Independence Day, there was far nrore danger 
than usual. 

Chief McCabe was an old and respected officer 
of the department, against whom charges had 
never heen made before, and his dismissal 
roused a great deal of feeling. It was laid to 
the personal animosity and ambition of Com- 
missioner Purroy. McCabe appeared in the 
Supreme Court fora mandamus to compel the 
Fire Commissioners to restore him to his position, 
upon the grounds that their action was either 
illegal of itself, or was done in anillegal manner. 
The conclusions of the court, and the reasons 
which led to it are elaborately set forth in its 
opinion, which is written by Judge Brady, Chief 
Justice Van Brunt and Judge Daniels concur- 
ring. The Fire Commissioners have determined 
to take the case to the Court of Appeals. One of 
the results of a favorable decision to Mr. 
McCabe will be the payment of his salary during 
the whole time of his suspension. Messrs. Elihu 
Root, Roswell D. Hatch, and G. B. McCloskey are 
Mr. McCabe's counsel, and David J. Dean, As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel, appeared for the 
Commissioners. 

In his opinion Judge Brady recites the facts, 
and states the charge upon which McCabe was 
removed, and then quotes the rule of the Fire 
Department, which provides that an officer shall 
‘*be responsible for any want of judgment, skill, 
neglect, or failure which may cause unnecessary 
loss of life, limb, or property.” He then con- 
tinues: 


“As the role must be interpreted, however, the 
proof failed to show its violation. The charge 
resting upon it clearly was not established, no 
loss having resulted from the callmade, It is not 
supposed that the Commissioners meant to base their 
jad, ment upon the theory that although the call 
might have caused a loss, but did 
was responsible, and must be dis 
they ae t his incapacity proved and his unfitness 
established. The alleged incapacity rests, there- 
fore, upon a single act, yielding to the respondents 
all they can claim. 

“And this act was neither a violation of duty nor 
conduct injurious to the public welfare, nor the 
cause of logs of life, limb, or property, but an error 
ot ee yeep and an error of judgment only. It 
was not charged that the relator had failed in his 
efforts to subdue the fire, or that, in the management 
or control of, the different instruments and agents 
actually employed for that purpose, he had erred or 
had shown his incapacity, but that he had, in the ex- 
ercise of his judgment, and, it would seem, from 
excessive caution or zeal, called into requisition 
more power than the emergency demanded. * * * 
It must be noted also as bearing upon the subject 
that the chief officer, who was his superior in rank 
and called against him, testified that he was a fire- 
man of skill and experience, accustomed to com- 
mand and had commanded at fires, and that no com- 
plaint had ever before been made against him. It 
appeared indeed that he rose to the position he occu- 
pled by merit, having shown the necessary capacity 
to warrant his advancement. And indeed, whether 
his order which induced his removal was an error of 
judgment, depended, it must be said, upon the opin- 
on of experts, who admitted that a difference of 
opinion on the subject might exist between firemen 
and firemen of skill and experience. 

“Thus far, therefore, we have arrayed against the 
charge of incapacity many cogent facts. * * * It 
must be considered in the estimate of the evidence 
against the relator, which consists chiefly of opin- 
ions, that the various elements which are to be con- 
tended with in contemplating an extensive fire, 
when the double purpose of extinguishing it and 
preventing its advance is to be accomplished, may 
welllead to errors of judgment in the ablest and 
most experienced fireman. Indeed, the testimony 
justifies the view that it has done so, and the con- 
clusion above seems to demand that more than a 
single error of judgment shall be found to warrant a 
dismissal on the ground of incapacity. * * * 
Indeed, giving the full measure to capacity in its 
broadest sense, it does not mean infallibility; and 
incapacity, e converso, does not imply_absolute fit- 
ness, unerring and unfailing ability. It means gen- 
eral unfitness to command; not on one occasion only, 
but eT 

*“ The conclusion, therefore, which impresses itself 
irresistibly is that a single error of judgment by 
him, assuming one to have been committed, such as 

roved herein, is not sufficient evidence to warrant 
his removal. The power of this court toreview and 
reverse for this reason cannot be doubted. The 
findings and sentence against him should, therefore, 
be annulled and he be reinstated.” 

The decision came to the knowledge of the Fire 
Commissioners yesterday while they were in 
session. They directed the attorney of the de- 
partment to verify the report, and, if it was cor- 
rect, to at once take measures to obtain a stay of 
proceedings and carry the case to the Court of 
Appeals. Neither McCabe nor any of his coun- 
sel appeared before the board while it was in 
session. Should McCabe be reinstated Second 
Assistant Chief Reilly will not be reduced to the 
rank of Chief of Battalion, so that there will be 
two Second Assistant Chiefs,

KICKED TO DEATH. 





A YORKVILLE MURDER CASE ON 
BEFORE JUDGE COWING. 

The trial of William Ellis, indicted for 
killing his wife, Annie, on Nov. 11 last, was con- 
tinued yesterday before Judge Cowing, in the 
Court of General Sessions. The jury was ob- 
tained in the afternoon, and when the court 


adjourned all the testimony for the people 
was in. 

Mrs. Ellis was murdered by being kicked and 
pounded most brutally. Deputy Coroner 
O’Meagher testified that her breast bone, six 
ribs, and her left arm were broken, and that she 
was bruised all over the face and body. Esther 
Heyman and Rosa Frankenbusch testified that 
onthe night of Thursday, Nov. 11, they had 
heard a woman moaning and cryingin the apart- 
ments at 311 West Seventy-eighth-street, occu- 
pied by Ellis and his wife. 

Hannah Enyle, of 1.483 Third-avenue, testi- 
fied that Mrs. Ellis had spent Thursday from 
11 o’clock A. M. until 4 o’clock P. M. at her house. 
Saturday morning Ellis called at her house and 
told her his wife was dead. Mrs. Engle asked 
him if he had harmed his wife, and he replied 
no, that he had only slapped her. 

After his arrest Ellis made a statement to De- 
tective Campbell, of the Twenty-eighth Precinct, 
who repeated itin court. He said Ellis told him 
that he went home Thursday evening, had some 
words with his wife, and struck her in the face. 
She fell on the floor and lay there until the Sat- 
urday following, when she died. He said that 
he had offered to put his wife on the bed, but 
that she declined.

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NO 'WAR OF RAOBES. 


THE TROUBLES IN ROGER WILLIAMS 
UNIVERSITY TO BE SETTLED. 


The American Baptist Home Mission So- 
ciety, which has the management of 36 different 
school properties, valued at $630,000, and sup- 
plying education to about 3,500 colored students 
in different Southern cities, is at present en- 
gaged in an attempt to reconcile serious differ- 
ences which have arisen between 137 students 
of Roger Williams University, situated at Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and its President, Dr. William H. 
Stifler, and Treasurer, T. E. Balch. The nature 


of these differences was explained in a dispatch 
from Nashville published in yesterday’s TIMES, 
which was submitted yesterday to the Rev. Dr. 
Henry L. Morehouse, Secretary of the society, 
whose offices are in the Temple Building in this 
city. He read it and said, quoting from the re- 
port as he proceedea: 

“This report evidently emanates from Dr. 
Duke. I would say, in the first place, that there 
isno ‘war.’ There is serious disagreement be- 
tween some of the students and thetwo gentle- 
men named. In the second place, 137 students 
have not been dismissed. None have yet been 
dismissed so faras the telegrams received to- 
day show. About 100 announce their purpose 
to leave if the officers are continued. In the 
third place, there is no ‘ war ofraces.’ The color 

uestion is notinvolved inthe controversy. In 
the fourth place, no one has any right to sa 
that ‘the removal of Dr. Stifler and Mr. Bale 
would have already occurred but for the urgent 
demand of Dr. Stifler for a further hearing.’ In 
the tifth place, the ‘ outside pressure,’ whether 
of individuals or of ‘certain Baptist newspa- 
pers,’ has had nothing to do in determining the 
course of the board. The matter has been and 
will be considered on its merits, regardless af 
pressure or threats from any quarter. 

** The difficulty began first, as stated, with Mr. 
Balch, whose strict business methods were ob- 
noxious to the students. It extended to other 
matters. They made charges against him and 
demanded of the President his removal. The 
President, indignant that such charges should 
be made, demanded their withdrawal, and threat- 
ened extreme measures if this was not done. 
A special investigation was made, as stated, at 
Nashville in December. The board in New-York 
felt that the hearing asked by Dr. Stifler and Mr. 
Balch should be given. This was done Feb. 21. 
The result was a vote of confidence in Mr, Balch 
thatin his financial management and in his 
moralinfinence in connection with the institu- 
tion he has been without reproach, and we ex- 
press our disbelief in and our severe reproba- 
tion of certain charges publicly circulated 
against him. 

“Tt was also voted ‘that the charges against 
Dr. Stifler do notin themselves constitute suffi- 
cient ground for any action in the direction of 
his removal at present from the Presidency of 
Roger Williams University.’ It was, however, 
decided that in view of the existing lack of 
harmony in the management of the institution 
a change of administration in the near future 
may be necessary. Much will depend upon ad- 
vices to-day and to-morrow as to the course that 
will be eee I prefer to say nothing as to 
the probable outcome.” j 

Dr. Morehouse did not care to mention what 
the other matters were to which the dissatisfac- 
tion with the Treasurer extended. He said that 
he believed the affair which had been started by 
four or five students and had been fomented 
until it gained an importance of which it was 
not worthy would in all probability be settled 
within a day or two.

AN ALIBI TO BE SET UP FOR BOODLER 
CLEARY. 

The effort to find the twelfth juror in the 
trial of ex-Alderman Thomas Cleary in the Court 
of Oyer and Terminer, occupied almost all of 
Tuesday afternoon and was fruitless. The first 
man called yesterday morning was Jonathan B. 
Curry, an insurance adjuster, of 18 Fxchange- 
place, and he was allowed to take the seat which 
made the jury a complete one. Then the pros- 
ecution exercised the first of their 20 per- 


emptory challenges, and Randolph Proll retired 
from the fourth seat. Three or four talesmen 
were subjected to the preliminary examination 
and were found lacking in essential qualifica- 
tions. 

John Freiberger did not know what were the 
ere duties of Judge and jury, and was ex- 
cused, 

George 8S. Squire,a dry goods clerk, of 340 
Broadway, was found to be worthy to fill the 
fourth seat, and was accepted. 

Jacob Simon, the eighth juror, then was made 
the victim to the people’s second peremptory 
challenge. 

Isaac Henry showed sucha lack of intelligence 
that Judge Barrett ordered that his name be 
stricken from the jury roll by the Commissioners 
ot Jurors. 

After many others had been examined and 
passed upon Mr. Theodore McGarrah, a hop 
broker, of 15 Whitehall-street, was the last tales- 
man called, and he was allowed to make the jury 
again a complete one. 

Mr. Martine said that perhaps the jury as it 
stood would be acceptable to him, but asked for 
an adjournment until 11 o'clock this morning, 
which was granted.

He occupied suc- 
cessively the offices of Foreman of the Board of 
Fire Wardens of the Fourth Ward, Treasurer of 
the department fund for four years, President of 
the department tor five years, and Secretary of 
the Ball Committee. When he retired he was 
elected a Trustee of the department fund for 
three successive terms of three years each. Mr. 
Pentz had amassed a comfortable fortune by 
careful real estate investments. Twosons anda 
daughter survive him. 

At the funeral yesterday morning there were 
large delegations present from the volunteer 
firemen’s associations and the old shipmasters. 
The Rev. Dr. Henry Y. Satterlee, Rector of Cal- 
vary Church, read the Episcopal burial service, 
assisted by the Rev. B. M. Yarrington, of Green- 
wich, Conn.,-and the Rey.

OPPOSING A NUISANUCE. 
ATTACK UPON THE CITY’S HEALTH 
MET BY THE LADIES. 

Much indignation is expressed by the 
members of the Ladies’ Health Protective As- 
sociation, of this city, over the introduction in 
the Senate by Senator Cullen of the bill which 
was defeated a year ago inthe Assembly. The 
bill requires the Health Board to designate be- 
tween Ninety-fifth and Ninety-seventh streets, 
First-avenue and East River, a spot where stable 
manure may be dumped. It is said by those 
who opposed the passage of the bill last year 
that Senator Cullen is wofking for the interests 
of his brother-in-law, Michael J. Kane, the well 
known dealer in fertilizers. Mr. Kane’s past ex- 
perience with the ladies should have taught him 
that they are not to be trifled with. Two years 
ago they had him indicted by the Grand Jury, 
and tried and convicted before Judge 
Barrett, for maintaining a nuisance at 
the foot of East fForty-sixth-street. Kane 


was fined $250 and sentenced to one 
year’s imprisonment. On his payment 
of the tine, however, and abating the nuisance, 
the sentence of imprisonment was remitted. 
Since then Kane has peen making efforts to ob- 
tain the district between Ninety-fifth and 
Ninety-seventh streets and bounded by First- 
avenue and the East River as a dumping 
ground for the manure he collects from a large 
number of stables in the city. 

Mrs. Mary E. Trautmann, the Secretary of the 
Ladies’ Health Protective Association, said yes- 
terday that the residents of the east side, 
especially those in the neighborhood of the 
proposed manure yer were strenuously op- 
posed to Kane and his schemes. His intention 
was to have the manure lying there from Octo- 
ber until May, so that it might be thoroughly 
fermented and improved in value during that 

eriod a the action of the elements. In the 

pring the farmers come to buy their fertilizers 
and of course Kane would make money if it was 
known that his stuff had been lying ex- 
posed all that while. At present 
Kane throws his manure into scows at 
the foot of Ninety-seventh-street, where, Mrs. 
Trautmann says, it sometimes remains for days, 
causing a horrible stench. Last year, when the 
bill was introduced, the Ladies’ Health Pro- 
tective Association sent a committee to Albany 
to appear and argue their side of the case be- 
fore the Committee on Cities, to which tne bill 
had been referred by the House. A commit- 
tee was also sent from the Society for the Im- 
hee of the Condition of the Poor, and 

r. Wolsey Johnson, of the Health Board, went 
along to enter his protest on behalf of that 
body. These committees were given a hearing, 
but the bill succeeded in the Cities Committee 
by a vote of 7 to 6. In the Assembly itself, 
however, the bill was defeated, Assemblyman 
Van Allen championing the cause of the ladies. 
This greatly exasperated Senator Cullen, who 
the same evening assaulted Van Allen in the 
corridor of the Delavan House. Since then the 
two solons have not spoken. 

The Directors of the Ladies’ Health Protective 
Association were on the jump allday yesterday 
atter the intelligence of Senator Cullen’s action 
became known. On Friday at 3:30 P. M. they 
will have a meeting to determine upon what 
action shall be taken by the association to cir- 
cumvent Senator Cullen. The regular meetin 
of the association will be held next Tuesday a 
the Beekman Hill Church. Mrs. Trautmann 
said yesterday that in all probability the Di- 
rectors at their meeting on Friday would decide 
to send a committee to Albany, as was done last 
year. The committee of last year, which con- 
sisted of eight ladies, conducted its crusade 
against the manure puisance by a@ personal ap- 
pearance in the legislative halls, when many 
country members were converted to the cause 
of ge association and cast their votes accord- 
ingly.

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BOOMING SALARIES. 
TEACHERS COMBINING TO KEEP UP 
THEIR PAY—EDUCATIONAL AFFAIRS. 


A stated meeting of the Board of Educa- 
tion was held at 4o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
all of the Commissioners being present. A com- 
munication was received from the Superintend- 
ents of Schools setting forth that under existing 
laws it was not legal to reduce their salaries. A 
petition was received from the New-York Teach- 
ers’ Association expressing their confidence that 
the board would assist them if it lay in its 
power, and inclosing a draft of a bill intended to 
secure tried and faithful teachers in their offices 


and from reduction of their salaries. The mat 
ter was referred to the Committee on Teachers. 

The President announced that Tfustee and ex- 
Alderman John O'Neil, of the Fourteenth Ward, 
had tendered his resignation, and immediately 
referred it. 

Surgeon N. H. Drake, United States Army, was 
appointed instructor and surgeonin the Nauti- 
eal School, vice Surgeon H. P. Harvey, who is 
needed in the navy. 

In response to the Assembly resolution of 
Feb. 2,1887, asking the number of new school 
buildings necessary to be constructed, the 
Building Committee Bae oy a statement 
showing that the sum of $1,775,000 was needed 
for improvements and new buildings, the state- 
ment beings almost the same as that presented 
to the Board of Apportionment. The sum of 
$245,000 in addition would be needed to provide 
for the increased membership of the year, and 
the committee, by resolution, advised the board 
tu ask the Legislature for the issuance of bonds 
in the amount of $2,000,000 to meet the present 
needs of the department. 

A resolution was passed instructing the Build- 
ing Committee to investigate Primary School No. 
35 as toits security for childrenin case of fire and 
other contingencies. Mr. Gallaway said that if 
afire or an alarm of fire or a stampede should 
occur half the children would be killed before 
they could be gotten out, and Mr. Webb said 
that, according to the report of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets, the front wall was bulging.

NO INTENTION OF SUICIDE. 

A TrmEs reporter called at the residence 
of Mr. James H. Lent, on Main-street, Peekskill, 
yesterday, to inquire after the health of Mrs. 
George H. Hudson, his daughter, whom the 
gossips of Mount Vernon, where she had been 
boarding until Tuesday afternoon, had reported 
as having attempted to commit suicide by taking 
a dose of opium in some form. He met there 
Mrs. Hudson, who said: 

“To be frank with you, I have been subject for 
a long time to cramps in the stomach, and my 


family doctor gave me a prescription of camphor 
aud water to take when they came on to allay 
the pain. The first one I had in Mount Vernon 
was on Monday evening, and I was at my 
cousin’s hotel. In my agony I took an overdose 
of the mixture, and it had such a bad effect that 
the stories got aboutthatI had taken some 
opium or something else. Now, that is all there 
is about it, and I don’t see whose business it is.” 

“It is also reported that you signed a paper of 
separation from your husband on Monday. Is 
that true?” the reporter asked. 

“T don’t want to say anything about my fam- 
ily affairs,’”’ she replied. *“*My husband and I 
have not lived happily together for some time. 
He drinks to excess, and I can’t stand it, so I 
came up here on a visit. I won’t ney whether I 
signed such a paper or not—it is nobody’s bus- 
iness. I am perfectly well, however, and have 
no intention of committing suicide.” 


MUST PAY THE FEES. 

Among the multitude of decisions pro- 
mulgated by the General Term of the Supreme 
Court yesterday was one requiring the Eighth- 
Avenue Railroad Company to pay to the city 
$42,931 38 for car license fees which it owes 
the city. The company must also pay interest 


and costs. From the time of its incorporation 
down to 1874 the company paid the city $50 a 
year for each two-horse car and $25 a year for 
each one-horse car it used onits line. In that 
year it got the Legislature to pass a law that 
the company should have the benefit of all the 
provisions of the general railroad law, which 
says nothing about the payment of car license 
fees to the city. So the company declined to 
pay any more. The city brought suit to recover, 
and the court now says that nothing that the 
Legislature did nullified the contract which the 
company entered into with the city when it se- 
cured its franchise to pay license fees, and that 
any attempt of that kind by the Legislature 
would be unconstitutional, since it would be an 
attempt to impair the obligation of a contract.

SUGGESTIONS BY CHIEF SHAY. 
LESSONS TO BE LEARNED FROM THE 
RECENT EXTENSIVE FIRES. 
According to the opinion of Chief Shay, 
of the Fire Department, the recent fire at the 
Morgan Line pier proves that the department 
was decidedly in the right when it asked last 
year for an appropriation for another fireboat, 
The refusal of the Board of Apportionment to 
allow such an appropriation leaves the depart- 
ment with only two boats at its disposal—the 
Havemeyer, which is posted at the foot of Clin- 
ton-street, on the East River, and the Zophar 


Mills, posted at the foot of Thirteenth-street, on 
the North River. At the time of the pier fire 
on Monday the Zophar Mills was out of 


commission undergoing necessary repairs, 
and was consequently unavailable. yhen 
asked yesterday 


vy a TIMES reporter 
the absence of the Mills was a serious 
drawback to the extinction of the fire, Chief 
Shay said: ‘ There can hardly be two opinions 
on that question. The whole western side of the 
city was without a fireboat andit toox at least 
20 minutes for the Havemeyer to get to the fire 
from berstation in the East River. Thetire was at 
its height 12 minutes after the first alarm when 
the third alarm wasrung. Taking into consid- 
eration the fact that the Mills 1s a most valuable 
fireboat, throwing four powerful streams of 
water, it is easy to see that her absence made a 
great difference during those first 20 minutes 
of the fire while the land force which is always 
ata great disadvantage in a plier fire was fighting 
it unassisted.” 

Chief Shay was of the opinion that if liberal- 
ity were to be exercised by the Board of gee 
tionment toward any department it should be 
toward the Fire Department. ‘‘ The city of New- 
York,” he said, “is especially open to danger by 
a great fire. Its tremendous water front sur- 
rounding the whole city ismade up of wooden 
piers often three blocks in length and full of the 
most combustible material To protect this 
adequately there should be at least three good 
boats, one on each river and one at the Battery. 
In case of one of these boats being laid up for re- 
pairs, it would then be possible to cover the 
water front a little better than when only one 
boat is on duty, as on sionday.” 

Tn speaking of the prevalence of cotton fires of 
late Chief Shay said: ** The National Government 
ought really to take the matter of fire preven- 
tion in hand. When $120,000,000 worth of 
property is destroyed during a year 1t is time 
something should be done. There should be 
some safer way of packing cotton than at pres- 
ent, and why could not the Government insist 
on having every bale encased in fire proof 
‘jackets,’ as has been suggested in some quar- 
ters? At present the cotton is loosely packed 
with a covering of bagging only, and in ship- 
ment by rail is constantly exposed to danger 
from the lodgment of sparks. These jackets 
would cost something at first, but could bé used 
over and over again,and in the end would 
hardly cost as much as the fires which are now 
constantly occurring.” 

The Chief also mentioned the fact that the 
200-foot tine established in West-street was 
being encroached upon, thus making it possible 
for fires in the docks or shipping to spread more 
easily to the other side of the street. “‘The im- 
portance of aiding the Fire Department b 
all possible means cannot be overestimated. 
Situated as New-York is, between two mighty 
rivers, if a fire once got headway, like the fires 
of Chicago or Boston, the population would pe 
completely cut off, and the loss of life would be 
as terrible as that of property.” 

When asked if there would be any way of get- 
ting another fireboat at present, Chief nh said 
that it would be necessary now to wait another 
year for an appropriation. Then it might be 
possible to prove to the Board of Apportionment 
that the need for such a boat is most urgent.
